Sacketts Harbour 


The British fleet, of 5 or 6 sail were discovered off our harbour 


early yesterday morning. 

By 9 O€Clock it was reduced to a certainty that it was their 
intention to JandeAlarm Guns were tired, and every preparation made to 
give them a warm reception. 

A iight wind and some other causes prevented their landing until 
l, O'Clock this morning, when they effected it, with considerable loss. 

This action continued warm and general until 6 OClock,-when it 
terminated in the retreat of the enemy to their fleet: I am not able to 
give you the number of killed and wounded on either side, but it is 
considerable on bothe

Extracts of a Letter, dated Sacketts Harbour 
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SIR JAMES YOES [Yeos] FLEET 

The fleet under the command of Sir James Yoe, came to anchor ot the 
nine miles Yoint on Thursday last, and sent in five smaii American 
Vessels prizes, together with property taken from the enemy vaiued at 
o£ 6,000. 

The vessels we understand were taken near the Genesee River, on 
their way to Fort George, with Provisions for the American Army. 

On the approach ot our fleet they were abandoned by their 
Crews. 

The fleet sailed again early Friday morning. 

Last Saturday 113 American prisoners taken by Brigadier General 
Vincent on the 6th instant, arrived in Town and on Sunday morning they 
proceeded in Boats for Montreal. 

One of the number was ascertained to be a deserter, from his 
Majestys 6th Regiment ot foot, and was in consequence lodged 


in the Goal of this place. 
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FITZGIBBON AFFAIR

The commander of the forces has great satisfaction in announcing

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SHANNON AND CHESAPEAKE. 

Yesterday afternoon, the inhabitants of Halifax were honored with 
the gratifying sight of seeing an American itrigate following a British 
one, up the Harbour and had the pleasure, successively of cheering the 
Gallant Heroes of the Shannon & with all the warmth of honest 
enthusiasm. The following are all the particulars of this briliant 
affair, which we have been able to collect, from conversations with the 
Officers of the Shannon -- we are confident they will be found materially 
correct. 

On the 25th of May His Majestys Ship Tenedas which has formeriy three 
month been cruising in Boston Bay, with the Shannon separated from her, 
and Captain Parker was instructed by Capt Broke, not to rejoin him wntil 
about the lth of June -= this was done in the hope and expectation that 
the Cheaapeake frigate, finding the Shannon was cruising alone off 
Boston, would come out and give her battle -—- nor were our Tars disappointed -—- 
eariy in the morning of the 1st. the Shannon stood in close to the Boston 
iight House, and observed the Chesapeake lying at anchor, with Royal yards 
across and apparently ready for Sea -—— the British colours were then 
hoisted on board the Shannon, and she hove to, near the land; at 9 
A.M. the enemys frigate was observed to loosen her sails and fire a gun -- 
at halt past twelve she weighed anchor, and stood out of the Harbour, when 
the Shannon sailed and under easy sail edged off the land followed by 
the Chesapeake; at 4 OCiock, shortened sails, at 5 hove to, with the 
Top sails aback, for fear the enemy would not bring her into action re 


before darki#i# # -——- in twenty minutes after, the Chesapeake cheered within 
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musket shot of the Shannon still standing towards her in such a way, as 
left our Tars in uncertainty which side of their ship she intended to engage oes 
at half past five however she Lutied up on the Shannons weather quarter, 
Stood on within hail, and fired her broad side, which was immediately 
returned, and with a fire so weil directea, that every shot told — here 

the action commenced -— in five minutes the Chesapeake fell along side 
the Shannon, and was boarded in her tops as well as on her decks, by 

our gallant country men, and in eleven minutes from the commencement of 
the action, her three Ensigns were hauled down, and soon aiterwards 
replaced by the British flag. Her decks were cleared of the dead, the 
wounded taken below, a great proportion of the prisoners removed, out of . 
her -=- and accompanied by the Shannon, she was steered tor this porte 

We have now, hoever to give the melancholy statement of the Killed 

and wounded, and when our readers taken into consideration the Shnaenees 
of the Action, they will be surprised at the magnitude -=- on board the 
Shannon, the lst Lieutenant, Mr Watt, the Purser, Mr. Oidham: Capt 
Clark, McDumn; and 23 Seamen were killed, -= and Captain Broke# severely 
wounded, a midshipman 56 Seamen wounded; on board the Chesapeake, there 
were about 7U killed and upwards of 100 wounded -- among the former were 
Mr Ballard yth Lieutenant. Lieutenant Broom of the marines; the Master 
and several petty 6fficers — among the latter Captain Lawrence, who 
died on Saturday last; the first Lieutenant Mr Ladlow, wie received 5 
wounds -= three of which were severe, but is likely to do well, and some 


petty officers also. 
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Immediately after the Ships anchored the wounded were landed, and 
under the skill and care of Dr. Rowland ot the Naval Hospitals, we nee 
will soon be in a state of convalescence. 

Capt Broke, we understand, hobly led the boarders from thehuarter 
deck and was we are sorry to state, severly wounded, in the moment of 
victory by a saber, on the head, while exerting himself to save two 
Americans, from the fury of his men -— he is however, we rejoice to say 
in a fair way of recovery, and we hope will soon be able to retum to 
that staion, which he filled with so much benefit to his Country, and 
with such impgrishabLe honor to himself. 

Lieut Wart was kilied aiter boarding the Chesapeake he was an 
excellent Officer. Messrs. Oldham and Dunn, commanded parties on the 
quarter Deck and were killed early in the action -— the former has a 
Wite and family, who have thus suddenly been deprived of thei best 
friend -- though classed in the list of noncombatants, he shared in the 
Glories and dangers of his comrades and was too easily enrolled among the 
dead. On Capt Broke being wounded the command of the Shannon devolved 
on the 2d Lieutenant Mr Wallis who conducted himself in a very brave 
mannere | 

The body of Captain _awrence » Was broucht into this port, and will we 
have no doubt, be buried, with all the honors due to his rank, and to a 
brave man == he was twice wounded yet he kept the deck -- his third and 
fatal wound was from a grape shot, which passed through his stomach, and 

he fell. s 

The Chesapeak is nearly 200 tons burthen larger than the Shannon -——

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SIR JAMES YOES E[X]PEDITION 

A daring and wel planned Enterprize under the command of Gomoaics 
Sir James foe, for surpriging the American Squadron under their Eatteries 
at Sackets Harbour, was undertaken on Wednesday last, but given up in 
consequence oi discovering that a desertion had taken place from the 
party to the enemye 

Our brave tars, with a small detachment ot theRoyal Scott and 
hundredth Regt. lay concealed in the woods, within ten miles of the enemys 
Sen the whoie of Thursday, and the avtack was to have takan place 
on that night. 

While tne party was about ertiring the next morning, Commodore 
Chauncey with his whole Squadron got under weight, and stood out of 
Sackets Harbour but our brave fellows, notwithstanding they had a 
distance of near forty mite to row, effected their retreat to Kingston 


without difficulty or loss. 
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AN ADDRESS TO CANADIANS 
The commandant at Fort trie, finding the people in that vicinity 
anxious to obtain special protection, deems it necessary to make a public 
deciaration that ail those who may come torward and enroll their names 
with him and claim the protection of the United States shall have their 
property and persons secured to them inviolate. 
he invites ail wno mean to pursue this course to take it immediately; 
that they may be distinguished from the enemy; and while he assures 
them, that their interests and happiness wiil be regarded by the United 
States; he solemnly warms those who may obsvinately continue inimical . 
that they are bringing on themselves, the most rigorous and disastrous 
consequences; as they will be pursued and treated with that spirit of 
retaliation which the treatment of American prisoners in the hands of 
the British so justly inspires

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CAPIAIN LAWRENCE, 

The respect due to the brave enemy was shewn to the remains of 
Captain Lawrence —- The corpse was landed from the Chesapeake, under a 
discharge of minute guns, and at 2 OClock reached the Kings Wharf -=- the 
American Ensign was spread overe the coitfin as a pall, on which was 
placed the Sword of the deceased --— Six Captains of the Navy officiated 
as Pall Bearers -— 6 companies of the 6) Regiment, Commanded by Sir 
Jonn Wardlow proceeded the corpse -— the Oificers of the Cheasapeake followed 
it as mourners. -— the Officers ot the Navy Generally attended — Sir 
James Saumarer tne staif officer of the Garrison, and the procession 
was closed by a number of respectable Inhabitants -- The funerai service 
was performed by the Rector of St Paui's and three vollies discharged 
by the troops over the Grave. 

Several letter from some of the Officers of the Chesapeake, were 
received in Tovm on Saturday last from Halifax Via New Bedford. 

They state the following particulars of the late unhappy affair 
between the Vhesapeak and Shannon irigates. | 

On the first broad side, Captain Lawrence was wounded, in the ieft 
leg, and immediately after receiving aOR? ball through his body. 
ng Lieut Ludlow was also twice wounded by a ifusket or Grape shot -< 
li. White the sailing Master killed -- Lieut Ballard had his leg shot 
oif, -- Lieut Broome mortally wounded, and the Bugle man killed. About 
this time, the ship had her head sails shot away, spanker traiis foul by

the cutting away of her rigging. 
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In this situation the ship became unmanageable, and fell on board 
the Shannon, where nearly 200 of her crew sprang on board the Chesapeakg, 


with Captain Broke at their head, and immediately carried her. 
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NIQAL FORCE 

The nawal force of the enemy, on Lake Ontario, are cruising from 
Niagara down tb the American side of the Lake tor the purpose it would 
seem ol sweeping the coast, in which they have been but too successful. 

On Saturday the i2th inst, near the eight mile Creek, they captured 
two Schooners and several boats, with valuable Cargoes, bound trom Oswego 
to Niagara. On Thursday the 15th at 4 P.M. the force appeared o1f the 
mouth of the Genesee River, to which place they sent severai toats with 
about 500 men, 150 of whom landed and went into the village of Charlotte, 
placed centries around the place, to prevent the inhabitants from going 
out to give the alarm, shut the citizens up in 1 or 2 buildings and 
proceeded to execute their object. 

They enterea the store house and took oif between 4 and 500 barrels 
of tlour rork &c. together with a large boat laden with 1200 busheis 
of Corn destined for our troops at Niagara. 

About 800 of the Militia of Pensfield turned out, but did not 

arrive in season. The ensmy went off about 4 in the next moming, 

having met with no opposition but from the owners of the boat, Messrs. 
Spaiding and Hildrethe 

From this they proceeded to Lodus befor which place they appeared 
on Saturday last about 5 P.M. and sent a demand for the property, there 
to be delivered up, accompanied with a threat to burn the place if refused. 

The property which had been removed at a sate distance, and the 
enemy being disappointed, executed their threats on Sunday by setting tire 


to several building near the water. 
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We have heard of but one man being killed Abs Warner. 
On the first alarm Colonel Swifts regimant of Militia were ordered 


out, but reaching the Yoint ot attack, vefore the enemy appeared were dis- 


missed. 
They have however, been called on again: and we understand, the 


Artillery under Capt A Dor of Geneva have turned out with an alacrity 


highiy commendable.

Lieut Colonel Clark reports, that the objects of the enterprise 

{ were atchieved with the utmost gallantry, and that by the judicious 
arrangement of Liaut Colonel Bishopp, the enemys Blockhouse Stores, 


Barracks and Dockyard together with a large vessel were burnt, and ali 


the Ordnance stores, that could not be removed were destroyed, and the 


detachment was on the point of reembarking without having lost a single 
man, when it was warmly attacked by a strong reintorcement of the enemy 
aided by a numerous body of Indians, who had been enabled to approach 
under cover of the surrounding woods, and kept up a galling fire upon the 
boats. The Detachment had 13 rank and file killed. 

Lieut. Colonel Bishopp and Captain Saunders of the 4ist Regiment 
severely wounded-- Lieut. Col. Clark, 2d Lincoln Militia and Lieut. 
Monpesson ljlst. slightly wounded. The Ordnance captured and destroyed 
consists of three 12 Younders, one 9 Pounder, three 6 Pounders, and 
about 200 stand of Arms; 8 large Boats and Scows were brought away ~ 


loaded with stores. His Excellency laments that the severe wounds of 
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Liett Col Bishopp will deprive the Army, for a time, ot his gailant 
and able services, and is happy to lear that the wound of Lieut. Col. 
Clarke, is not likely long, to restrain the zeal and energy with which

To Brigadier General Vincent, Commanding His Majestys Forces on the 
Niagara Frontier in Upper Canada 

We the Magistrates and the principal Inhabitants of York 3 his 
Majesty's Loyal and faithful subjects, feel it a duty we owe to our 
Country, to notice in the most puolic manner, the signal Victory 
obtained over the Enemy by the brave Troops under your xommand on the 
6th inst -~ an achievement which History must select as one worthy of 
the pages. 

However we may grieve at the tall of Fort George, a disaster inflicted 
upon us by the Enemy in numbers immensely superior to us, and aided by, 
a Fleet and Powerful Artillery, we are nevertheless sensible how much 
applause is due to you, when we consider, that in the defence of that 
place the Glory of the British 4rmy was nobly sustained. That your 
retreat in front of the numerous Foe, was effected with safety to all 
your Troops, with adequate Artillery ammunition and Stores == and that 
without sustaining any loss on your march, you had taken a judicious 
position where you so efiectually checked the further advance or the 
enemye But Sir, peculiar pride in our Cowmtry, and gratitude to you 
and your brave Officers and Soldiers absorb all our feelings when we 
perceive you taking the great resolution oi surprizing the enemy in their 
camp -—a raueleton not of Rashness, but oi judgement -- as vigorous 
in its execution, as it was bold in idea as prompt as it was important, 
not only anticipating by a few hours the enemy in his meditated attack 
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accept this tender of your confidence and be assured, that it flows from 
an honest pride in the glory of our Mother Country, and that however long 
this war may be protracted whatever privations, griefs and losses it may 
bring upon us, we only wish for its termination in the expulsion of 

our unprovoked and malicious invaders in added splendor to the British 
Ams, and in a peace comporting with the dignity of the Empire. 

To the above address the General was pleased to return the following reply. 
Gentlemen | 

The very gratifying expressions of the approbation of the principal

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General Order 

Head Quarters Kingston 
Adjutaht Generals Office 
July 2hth 1813. 

An Express was received at Kingston on the 20th inst, announcing 
that a Brigade of Batteaux loaded with Provisions, under the convoy of 
a Gunboat of the second class had been surprized and captured at day 
break, by a party of the Enemy, who had crossed the River with two 
aos Hh Sloops. Three Gunboats were immediately dispatched from Kingston 
under the command of Lieut Scott, Royal Navy, with the view of intercepting 
the enemy if they should attempt to pass by the south side of the River, 

and a detachment of the 100th Regiment under Captain Martin proceeded 
by the Northern Channel 

These parties united below Long Island and having learnt that the 
enemy ####e8H had carried the captured Batteaux into Goose Creek, they 
immediately pushed for that place; but before they got sight of the 
enemys Sloops the evening was so far advanced as to preciude the 
possibility of attacking them before dark. 

It was therefore determined to defer it until ensuing moming, and 
the Gun Boats returned to the entrance of the Stream, where they met 
a detachment of the 4lst Regiment, with a Gun Poat under Major Frend, 
who assumed the command oi the whole; and at 3 OClock in the morning 
‘proceeded up the creek in the hope oi gaining the enemys position by 
dawn of day, when it was discovered that the Enemy had removed their 
Sloops several miles higher up the Creek, where the Channel became so 


narrow that the Gun Boats could not use their oars, nor turn, So as to

bring their guns to bear upon the banks -- and their further progress 
was here impeded by large trees felled across the stream, in the 
attempt to entve these obstacles, the party were fired upon by our 
Sloops, and from a gun in a log Fort, which the Enemy had erected on 
the left bank, as well as from musketry, on the same side of the Creek, 
which was covered by a thick wood and where the enemy was posted ina 
very strong position. 

A detachment of Troops had been landed on the right Bank from whence 
it was found to be impracticable to gain the enemys position. 

These troops immediately returned, and enbarked in the sternmost 
boats to cross over tS the left bank, vut from the swampy nature of the 
soil, no fit place for landing could be found. 

The leading Boat being exposed to a heavy and gailing fire, and 
having so many of her crew wounded: as to check the fire of her gun, 
the only one that could be brought to bear upon the enemy, the Troops 
led by Lieutenant Fawcett of the 100th. Regiment in the most gailant 
manner, leaped into the water, and carrying their arms and ammunition 
over their heads » Succeeded in gaining the land, and instantly drove 

‘the enemy with precipitation, to seek shelter with a strong log in- 
trenchment, ‘to which they were pursued. 

The undaunted gallantry displayed by the troops on this occasion, 
was weli calculated to surmount every obstacle, but the enemy gappearing 
to receive numerous reinforcements irom the interior, and the very great 
natural strength of their position, in which they were posted added to 2 


the impracticability of the Gun Boats cooperating, induced Major Frend to 


order the reembarkation of the troops, considering the object of the 
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Service upon which he was employed as not justifying his perseverance 
in so unequal a contest, and which would when attained, have i141 
compensated for the unavoidable sacrifice of many valuable lives. The 
detachment lost one gunner and three Private soldiers of the hist regt 
killed.

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Capt Milnes Died 

On Sunday last the 25th inst, in the 2lst year of his age Captain 
Henry B. O. Milnes of the first regiment oi Foot Guards, Aid de Camp, 
to his Excellency the Commander of the Forces, and third son of Sir 
Robert Shore Miies, Baronet, of Oilerton in Nottinghamshire England. 

This gailant and highly promising young Officer was wounded on 
the morning of the 2ist in an attempt to recover a Gun Boat and several 
Batteaux, which has been surprized by the Enemy, and carried several 
miles up into a Creek on the South side of the Saint Lawrence below 
Gananoqui. 

He had not been ordered upon that service, but his ardent thirst 
for military fame had led him to join the party engaged in it, and thus 
fell the early victim to an honorable desire to distinguish himself 
against the enemies of his Country. 

His remains were yesterday interred at this place with Military 
honors; His Excellency the Commander of the torces, and all the 
Officers of the Navy and garrison attended his funeral.

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The taking of York 

The following account of the Enemys late visit to York, is published 
by authority. | 

At 11 O'Clock on Saturday morning, the 31st ult the Enemys fleet, 
consisting of l2 Sail, were seen standing tor the Harbour about half past 
three, the Pike, the Madison and Oneida came to anchor in the Offing — 
the schooners continuing to pass up the harbour with their sweeps —- 
about 4 O'Clock three of them came abreast of the Town, and the remainder 
near the Garrison and immediately afterwards several Boats full of 
Troops landed at the Garrison, and proceeded itr m thence to the Torm 
of which they took possession. They opened the Goal, liberated the 
prisoners, and taking three soldiers confined tor felony. 

They then went to the Hospitals ee paroled the few men that could 
not be removed. 

They next entered the stores of Major Allan and Mr St George, and 
seized the con ents, consisting chiefiy of Flour the same being private 
property. Between 11 and 12 OClock on Saturday night the three Schooners 
which had anchored abreast of the Town towed out, and it was supposed 
that the fleet would have sailed immediately but information having © 
been given by some traitors, whese names it is hoped will be discovered, 
that valuable stores had been sent up the River Don the Schooners went 
a the Harbour on Sunday Morning, The troops were again landed, and 3 
small armed Poats proceeded up the Don in search of the Stores. 

In consequence however, of the very meritorious exertions, of a tew 
young men, among whom were two by the name of Platter, every thing was” 


conveyed away and the Boats sunk before the enemy reached the place. 
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Two or three boats containing trifling articles, which had been 
hid in the march were discovered and taken, but in their main object 
the enemy was completeiy disappointed. 

As soon as the armed Boats had returned the troops went on board 
and by sunset both Sailors and Soldiers had evacuated the Town. The 
Parracks, the Wood Yard, and Store Houses on Gibralter Point, having 
been first set on fire by them, and at day light on the following morning 
the enemy's fleet sailed. 

The troops which were landed, were acting as Marines, and appeared 
to be ail they had on board the fleet, and did not exceed 240 men. 

They were under the command of Commodore Chauncey, and Lieutsanant 
Colonel Scott, an unexchanged prisoner of war on his parole, both of 
whom landed with the Troops. 

The tovn upon the arrival of the enemy was totally defenceless, 
the Militia were still on Parole, and the principal gentlemen had 
retired ###u4tR#H from apprehensions of being treatéd with the samé 
severity used towards several of the Inhabitants near Fort George, who 
had been made prisoners and sent to the US. 

Lieut.Col. Battersby with the troops under his command, had upon 
the tirst appearance of the enemys fleet off fork on the 29th proceeded 
from thence with his Guns to Burlington Heights, Where he had joined 
Major Maule, and concentrated his force on the following Evening. The 
enemy haa during the Day landed from the fleet 3U0 men near Brandts 
house with an intention of stwrming the Heights, which they hoped to “ 


carry, but finding Major Maule weil prepared to receive then, and being 
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intormed of Lieutenant Colonel Battersby's march, they reembarked and 
stood away for York, 

The plunder obtained by the enemy upon this predatory expedition 
had been indeed trifling, and the loss altogether has failen upon 
individuals, the public Stores of every description having been removed; 
and the only prisoners made by them being considered felons and invalids 
of the Hospital — 

We are sorry to be obliged to observe, that there is too much 
reason to believe that the Enemy was furnished with exact intormation 
respecting the movements of our Troops, and of the state of York and of 
the poSition at Burlington Heights from traitors amongst ourselves from 
men too, wno are holding Public situations in the Country, and whose 
names, we trust, when correctly known, will lead to their conviction and 
punishment, and hola them up to the just detestation of every loyal 


subject of his Majesty.

His Exceilency the commander oi ‘the Forces, has received trom Major 
General Sir Re He Sheaffe, a despatch conveying the oificial report of 
lieut Col Murray detailing the operations of a combined movement on 
Lake Champlain which took place on the 29tn oz July. 

The object of this service has been rully accomplished by the total 
destruction of ali the Enemy's arsenals, Block Houses Barracks and 
stores ot every description at Plattsburgh, Swenton and Champlain Tovm, 
and the extensive Barrack at Saranac capable or containing 4,000 men have 
been Burnt. 

Ail naval Ordnance and other stores on the West side of the Lake 
have been destroyed or carried away. 

This important service has been performed with a degree of promptness 
and regularity, highiy honorable to the Officers directing the expedition, 
and without sustaining any loss, the American Militia assembled at 
Plattsburgh having retreated without offering any resistance in detence 
of that Post. Lieutenant Colonel Murray reports in strong terms, the 
cordial and spirited co-operation he received from Capt Everard 
Capt Pring and the Oificers and Seamen ot the Royal Navy. 

He aiso states that he was most ably supported by Lieut Colonel 
Williams of the 13th Regiment, and that the cheerful and spirited 


conduct of the Troops among whom was a Volunteer detachment of the 
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embodied Militia of Lower Canada, combined with the regularity and 
discipline evinced on this occasion afforded a sure pledge that had the 
opportunity oifered, their courage and gallantry would not have been 
less conspicuouse | 

The Block Houses and Stores at Champlain Town were burnt by a 
detachment of the lOOth Regiment under the Direction of Capt Elliott 
of the 103d Regt. Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General His Excellency 
has also received from Capt Everard of the Royal Navy, to whose prompt, 
zealous and able assistance, His Excellency Cone highiy indebted, a 
report informing him, that after co-operating in the complete accomplish- 
ment ot the service above stated, he proceeded with his Majestys Sloops 
Brooke and Shannon and a Gun boat to Burlington, where he found the 
Enemy's flo-tilla, superior in force, moored under the protection of a 
high bank, on which were placed a numerous Artillery supported by a 
strong body of regular and other Troops under iiajor General Hampton who 
was reported to have collected all the Troops in the Vicinity oi the 
Lake amounting to about 5,000. 

Capt Everard proceeded 20 miles above Burlington, captured and 
destroyed four vessels within sight of the enemys armed ships, when 
finding that they wouid not be induced to venture from a position in 
which it was impracticable to attack them and every object of the service 
being fully achieved he returned with the armed Vessels to the Isle aux 
Noix on the th inst. the Land forces under Lieut Col Murray having 


arrived the day preceeding.

By accounts received by His Excellency the Governor in Chief’, and 
Commander of the Forces, from Commodore Sir James Yoe, dated off York, 
at half past 1. P.M. on the llth inst, the following particularly have 
been transmitted of the capture and loss of four of the Enemy's Armed 
Schooners. 

On Tuesday evening last the 10th inst, the Hnemys Squadron under 
Commodore Chauncey, got under weigh}, and from their anchorage off the 
Mouth of the Niagara River and with a fine breeze from the Eastward 
stood towards our fleet, which was becalmed off the Post at 12 Mile 
Creek. At sunset a coming oif the Land, gave us the wind of the Enemy, 
when our Squadron stood tor them, on which they immediately bore away 
from us under as much sail as their Schooners could carry to keep up 
with their larger Vessels. 

The Enemys fleet formed a long line, the Pike, Madison, 

Oneida, and Six Schooners. Two Schooners being placed to the windward 
for the purpose oi raking the masta of our Squadron as it should come up. 
At 11 OClock the Squadron got within Gun shot of the Schooners; when they 
opened a brisk fire, and from their going so fast it was more than an 
hour before the Woli, our headmost ship, sould pass them. At this time 
the rest of the Squadr n was two and three Miles astern of the Wold, and 
on her coming up with the Madison and Pike, they put before the wind 


and made sail, firing their stern chase gun. 
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Sir James Yoe finding it impossitle to get the Squadron up with the 
Enemy as the Wolit was the only ship which could keep with them, udde 
Sail between them and the two Schooners to windward, which he captured, 
and which proved to be the Julia and Growler, each mounting one long 32, 
and one long 12 pounder, with a compliment ot forty men. 

Two oi the EInemys largest Schooners the Scourge of 10 Guns, and the 
Hamilton ot 9 Guns upset on the night of the 9th in carrying sail to 
keep from our Squadron, and all on board perished in numbers about one 
hundred. 

By this loss, and the capture of the two “chooners the Enemy's 
Squadron has been reduced to 10 vesels, and our increased to eight — 

It is ascertained that the Pike mounts 28 long# 2h Pounders, and had a 
compliment of four hundred and twenty men and that the Madison mounts 
22 52 pound Carronades with three hundred and forty mene 

Nine boat loads of Troops were taken on board their Squadron 
on Monday tor the purpose it is supposed of repelling boarders. 

The Wolt has not received any material damage and not a person 
was hurt on board. 

The prisoners iere landing from her on the#llth, the damages of 
the Growler was Nepairing. 

She had lost her Bowsprit and was otherwise much cut Up. 

Nothing could exceed the eagerness and enthusiasm manifested by 
the Otiicers and men, serving on board our Squadron, for a close 


engagement and the only apprehension and regret expressed by all, were ~

Viz. The proceedings of a council with the several Indian Warriors 
assembled at the forty mile Creek on the 27th ult having been presented 
to the board, it is of opinion, that upon the subject oi Head Money 
upon the prisoners of War brought in by the Indians, allowance shouid be 
made to them ior each prisoner brought in alive of $5. five dollars. 
The Board are oi opinion the following rates af Pagdiors are suificiente 
Do a Chief,for loss of Eye, limb or receiving a wound equal to 
loss of iimb $100. One hundred dollars per annum, in money or presents. 
To a Warrior, ffor loss of Eye, 1limb, or receiving a wound equal 
to loss of limb -=- $70. Seventy dollars in money or Presents per annum.e 
To the Widow or family of a Chief killed ing action, or dying of 


his wounds a presant of $200, dollars in money or Goods. 
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To the Widow or family of a Warrior killed in action, or dying of 
his wounds a present of $140. dollars in money or goods. 

The Board are ot opinion that the Indians ought to be entitled to 
prize money, tor the capture of Vetroit in the following proportions. 
Chiefs as Subaiterns -- Warriors as privates. 

The Head tfoney for prisoners of War brought in by the Indians Warriors 
to be inmediately paid by the Commissariat unon the certificate of the 
General Officer Commanding the division with whic.. they are acting at the 
time. :

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iLake Erie 

On Lake Erie the British have a ship and eevbonsiinhi en at the last 
date June 20th were beating up for “rie to have a brush with Commodore 
Perry. 

A letter from trie, on the lake of that name dated the 20th or June, 
mentions that the Queen Charlotte, and ## a British Schooner are on 
the Lake, and Capt Perry has brought up from Buriaho five vessels, which 
very luckily escaped them in a fog. 

“e have here eleven vessels, two of which will carry twenty guns 
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St Davids 

We have great satisfaction in giving to the public, the following 
extract of a letter from an Officer in the Amy at St Davids dated the 
2th of August 1813. 

A considerable demonstration was made this morning at the dawn of 
day upon Fort George for the purpose of correct.y ascertaining the 
physical and artificial means possessed by .the ememy for the defence of 
that post, and with a view of surprising and capturing or driving in 
his line of Piquets, and not without a hope, that the American Commander 
might be induced by his numerical superiority, to support them with his 
garrison, thereby affording to the centew division the opportunity it 
has long wished for to exhibit its vitos and display the advantages 
arriving from its discipline. 

But no provocation could fries him to quit his intrenchments and 
the Fort. | 

The Enemys Picquets qere surpsised and captured; but no disposition 
was evinced by the American Army to support them, and our advance 
columns after having remained for a considerable time in the Town of 
Fort George, and the reconnoissance being completed, were ordered to 
return deliberately to their respective Camps. 

‘The columns most advanced were commanded by Lieut Colonel Plenderleath 
of the 49th Regiment, Lieutenant Col BettaReen oF the Glenbary Light 
Infantry, Lieut. Colonel, Ogilvie oi the Kings, and Major Moody of the 


10th Regiment. 
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So effectually was this service performed that our Troops advanced 
to within a few hundred yards of the enemys entrenchments, which 
enabled us to make the mosr correct observations, with regard to the 
nature and strength of their works. Lieut Col ONeil with a detachment 
of 30 of the 19th Dragoons, covered the advance of Lieut Col. Hearvy, who 
Was reconnoitre the Centre of the Armys position and dashed with great 
gallantry into the Town, scouring several of the Streets and penetrating 
as far as the Presbyterian Church, and Colonel Harvey actually called 
at his old quarters and recovered a Box he had left there, containing 
several very vaiuable articles. | 

The enemy commenced a pretty brisk fire from the garden wails and 
houses and opened their Batteries upon us -— notwithstanding which, our 
Troops, who were extremely unwilling to come away, retired with the 
greatest order, and regularity, marching in ordinary time, supported 
by the Cavalry and Indians and I am happy to say with a very triiling loss 
Viz Capt Fitzgerald of the 49th severely wounded, Lieut Jones and 
one rank and file of the same Regiment slightly wounded; and two rank 
and file killed and three wounded of the lOlthe Of the Enemy 70 were 
made prisoners and a number killed and wounded. The Oificers commanding 
the Picquets made their escape by an early ilight. The complete succes 
of this affair in which the main object in view has been accomplished, 
has given additional Spirits and confidence to our Troops, and must 
at the same time must have convinced the Enemy that to his in renchments 


alone he is indebted for his present security. 
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Perry Fleet at York 
Extract of a letter, from an Officer, dated on board the Ship Madison at sea 
August the 2d 1413. 
"J am now returning to Niagara from a cruise of 5 days— we Landed 
at York and Took large quantities of provisions belonging to his Majesty 
and burnt his store Houses. 
My intention in going to sea was to be in the great Naval Battle 
which was jek but as yet we have had no fighting. 
I fear I shail be so wniortunate as not to get in an action this 


campaign."

Accounts from the lines state, that almost two thirds of the 
American army is marching to the west upon St Regis, with an intention 
bo cut off the communication between the Two Provinces.

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Sufferings in the Province of Canada 
London 0.E. Yuly 7, 1813 

Yesterday a numerous and respectable meeting took place at the 
City of London ‘tavern for the purpose of taking into consideration 
the present situation of our North American Colonies, and to commence 
a subscription to relive them from some oi the privations and miseries 
of war. 

At two OClock, the Duke of Kent accompanied by many opulent 
gentLemen and Merchants entered the room; upon which his Royal Highness 
was unanimously voted into the Chair. 

The Duke of Kent then addressed the meeting. Loving and admiring, 
as he did the people of Canada -—- with a perfect willingness to contribute 
ail that he could to their welfare, yet he wished some person more 
competent than himseli, hau undertaken to preside on the present 
occasion. It was however, both gratifying and flattering to his 

Teelings, to be cailed to the chair by Gentleman who were themselves 
Rratiiian with our brethren oi Canada, who had travelled, and who have 
lived among them, had witnessed their continued acts of Loyaity and who 
knew their love and their attachment to the people of Britain. Under 
these circumstances, he was glad of an opportunity of manifesting how 
much he had the interest of the people at heart and how much he 
sympathized with them now when they were visited by the privations and 
calamities of war -- Applause, The United States having declared war 
against the British, they marched an armed force towards our colonial 


frontiers. The people of Canada to oppose them immediateiy embodied 
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themselves into Regiments of Militia, and the alacrity for volunteering 
was so great, that arms could be provided itor them in sutficient 
quantities. 

This exceilent system of defence, however, removed numbers of the 
young and aged men, who cultivated the Land, and whose exertions, their 
Miothers, their Daughters, their Wives, and their little ones were 
dependent. 

It was a circumstance perfectly wed#l known, that in Cascada: a 
country partky pastoral and partly agricultural, the chief support of 
the families of the lower classes, wholly arose from the lators of the 
mene 

The defence of the country therefore having called the men to the 
frontiers, it was appgrent, that the women and children would be ina 
very miserable and comfortless state during their absence, subscriptions 
for their retief had been opened; with considerable success in America, 
but these not being sufficient to meet the calamity, and appeal was 
made to the feelings of their British brethren; and in proposing to 
commence a subscription here, he hoped he would be as successful as 
others of his family had been in promoting contributions for the relief 
of the Spaniards, the Portugees, and the Russians, who were suifering 
from the cruel invasion of France. Under these circumstances, , he would 
therefore, propose that a subjscription should be opened for the relief 
of the Canadian families, whose Sons, whose Husbands whose Fathers and 
Brothers, had been cailed torth to defend the independence oi their 
country. Great applause. 

It recalled pleasant remembrances to his mind to mention that during 


the year 1793, he had himself visited the remotest parts of Canada, a

journey in which abundant opportunities occured of observing that the 
greater proportion of the inhabitants were old Soldiers, who having 
served in the American war, were comfortably settled, there with their 
wives and families upon shares ot land appropriated to them, to construct 
their habitations, and which they had cultivated with considerable success. 

Under the present circumstances or the Country, the sons or these 
ancient warriors, would be called to the iields on which their fathers 
had contested, and surely it became the duty of the people of Britain, 
wo remember their venerable and faithful services, to administer comfort 
to them white deprived ot the support ot their Children, and make the 
horrors of war visit their nabitations as moderately as possible. (Great 
Applause ) 

Hitherto the colonial Militia, assisted by a very smail number of 
Regulars, and most successfully repulsed every attack, save one, that 
had been made upon them, a circumstance which shewed, that their native 
spirit was rouSed, and what they went heart and soul against their 
enemies, and that they had determined to preserve their liberties, against 
the formidable aggression of the United States. He hoped this spirit 
so apparent in the people of Canada, would be cordially cherished by 
their Ingiish brethren. 

From communications made to him from very intelligent Gentlemen in 
Canada, he Learned that the people had displayed a détermination in 
every quarter to oppose with ali their might, the encroachments or the 
United States Companies of Militia every where appeared, the lakes x 
were covered with Boats to transport them according to the emergencies 


of the Country; men wereembodying themselves faster than arms to equip 
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them for Battle cuuld be obtained, and all the Country seenadto be 
moved by one spirit in the general cause of detending their Country. 

Lower Canada was equally forward with Upper Canada in raising 
‘Militia with a degree of diligence wnexampled of persons from fifteen 
years of age to Seventy. Feeling for the situation of the families 
of the Militia, he cailed upon the British public who had so liberaily 
contributed in alleviating the sufferings of people who were not of their 
kindred to come forward now and administer comfort to the wives, the 
iochers and Children of their gallant colonial auettven: who had 
armed themselves against the aggressions of our enemiese 

Under the peculiar circumstances of their situation, war visited 
them with greater calamities than any other people, their agricultural 
pursuits were abandoned the supplies of provisions from the United 
Provinces were now interrupted, and their sole dependence was upon their 
own courage and the assistance of Britain. 

With respect to the Tzade, he was strongly impressed with the belief, 
that it could hereafter be carried on independentiy of the United States; 
to have our own resources within ourselves, was a desirable thing, and 
the aggressions of our enemies sometimes permitted us to discover theme 

Before concluding, he begged leave to inform the meeting, that he 
was anthortzua to state, that the Duke of Northunberland woulda yi his 
most cordial assistance and support, to a subscription for their relief 
of his colonial Brethren, with a perfect willingness to promote a 
measure, So just, so rational and humane. He wouid conclude by moving a 
Resolution, "That the valour heretofore displayed by the people of the 


British Colonies met with the cordial support, and approbation of the 
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meeting; that while they admired their valour, they also mourned the 
miseries and privations which the war had occasioned, to their 
liothers, their Wives, and their Children, and therefore resolved to 
promote a subscription for their future relief and sustenance” 

Colonel Gore, warmiy corroborated the Statements of his Royal 
Highness concerning the valor of the Natives of Canada, and rejoiced to 


think, that the subscription by its liberality would be worthy of the 


people of Great Britain. 
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Canadian Sufferers 

At a General Meeting, neld at the City of London Tavern, on Tuesday, 
the 6th day of July 1813, to consider ot a subscription for the relief of 
those Inhabitants of the British North American Colonies who have been 
involved in distress by the Invasion of those provinces, by the 
American Army 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Kent in the Chair. 

Resolved. That this meeting are deeply impressed with the strongest 
Peet ants of admiration, at the unshaken loyalty, fidelity and attachment 
of the Inhabitants of His Majestys North American Colonies, and of their 
galiant defence of those provinces which were attached, on the detiaration 
of war by the American armh. That three successive invasions of the 
Province of Upper Canada, to which the chief exertions of the enemy 
were directed, have been repeiled by the valor of the volunteers and 
Militia, in aid of so ssahl a number of His Majestys forces, and the 
invading army has invariably been compelled to surrender eS a force of 
a mucy smailer amount, and of which the regular Troops have serdan 
exceeded one tenth of the number of the enemy. 

That the severe sacritices and losses usually attendant on the 
‘invasion of any country, have particularly aifiicted his Majesty's 
. American provinces attached by the enemy; and in every instance the 
inhabitants have volimmteered to a man under the age or seventy, leaving 
their farms, upon the produce, of which their support depends, wcultivated 
and neglected. 

That the consequent privations and distress it has occasioned to 


themselves and their families, are just objects for the generosity 
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and liberality of the British nation 

That this meeting, in appealing to the public teelinzs on the present 
occasion cannot but anticipate an extension of that bounty, in alleviation 
of the sutferings of their fellow cowmtry men which has been so liberaily 
bestowed on our Yortugees, Russian and Verman Allies.

We understand that General Armstrong on his way to the frontier, 
stopped at his place in Redhook ~= while there he stated in 
conversation with gentiemen, that Gen Dearborn had been dismissed 
from the command oi the army for disobedience of Yrders.

His Excellency the Governor in Chief and Commander of the Forces, 
has received from “ajor General Deifatteville, the report of the affair 
which took place in front of the advanced position ot his post. at 11 
OClock on Tuesday morning between the Ammrican army under the Gommand 
of Major General Hampton and the advanced piquets of the British, thrown 
ae for the purpose of covering working parties, under the directions 
of Lieut. Col. DeSalisberry; the judicious position chosen by that 
Officer, and the disposition of this iéttle band, composed of the Light 
company oi Canadian Fencibles and two conupanies of Canacian Voltigeurs 
repulsed with loss, the advance of the Enemys principal column, commanded 
by General Hampton in person, and the American Light Brigade under 
Colonel McCarty was in like manner checked in its progress on the

U.S. Schooner Ariel Put-in-bay 


September the 15th. 1813. 


In my last I imfowmad you that we had captured the enemys tleet 
on this Lake I nave now the honor to give you the most important 
particuiars of the action. 

On the morning of the 10th inst. at sunrise they were discovered and 
put in bay, where I lay at Anchor, with the squaden under my command. 

We got under way the wind light at S.W. and stood for then. 
At 10 A.M. the wind hauled to SE and brought us to the windward; 
formed the line and one UDPe : 

-At 15 minutes before 12, OClock noon the enemy commenced firing, at 
5 minutes before twelve the Action commenced on our part, finding their 
fire very destructive owing to their long Guns and its being mostly 
directed a& the Saint Lawrence, I made sale and directed the other vessels 
Po follow for the purpose of closing witsh the enemy, every brace and 
bowline being soon shot away, she became unmanageable notwithstanding 
the great exertions of the sailing master, in this situation, she sustained 
the action. upwards oi 2 Hours, within Canister distance until. every 
gun was rendered useless and the greater part of the Crew ehh killed 
or wounded. | 

Finding she could no longer annoy the enemy I left her in charge 
of Lieutenant Yarnal, who, I was convinced from the bravery already 


displayed by him, would do what would comport with the honor of the 


flag. 
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At half past 2 the wind springing up Capt Elliot was enabled to 
bring his vessel, the Niagara gailantly into action; I immediately went 
on board of her, when he anticipated my wish, by volunteering to bring 
the Schooners which had been kept astern by the lightness of the wind, 
into close action. 

It was with unspeakable pain, that I saw soon after I had got on 
board the Niagara the flag or the Lawrence come down; although I was 
perfectly spasible, that she had been defended to the last, and that 
to have continued to make a shew of resistance, and would have been a 
wanton sacrifice of the remains of her brave crew. But the enemy was 
not able to take possession of her a circumstances soon permitted 
her flag to be hoisted. 

At 5 minutes past two the signal was made for close action. 

The Niagara being very little injured 1 determined to pass through 
the enemys line, bore up and passed ahead of their two Ships, and Hrig 
giving a racking fire to them from the Starboard puns, and to a large 
Schooner and Sloop, from the larboard side at halt Pistol Shot distance. 
The smailer vessels at this time having got within grape and canister 
distance,under the directions of Capt Elliot, and keeping up a well 
directed fire, the Two Ships a Brig and a Schooner; surrounded a_ 
Schooner and a Sloop, making a vain attempt to escape. 

Those Officers and men who were immediately under my observation 
evinced the greatest gallantry, and I have no doubt that ali ovhers 
conducted themselves as became seamen, of the U.S. Navy. 

Lieut Yarnel first of the St Lawrence althoug several times

Clark of the Scorpion, they were valuable and promising officers. 

Mr.Hanbleton, purser# who volunteered his services on deck, was 
Severely wounded in the action. Midshipman Ciaxton and Swartout oir the 
Lawrencew were severely wounded, 

On board o@ the Niagara Lieutenants Smith and Edwards and Midshipman 
Webster, behaved in a very handsome manner. 

Capt Brevoot of the army, who acted as a volunteer, in the capacity 
of a marine Officer on board that vessel, is an excellent and brave 
Officer and with his musket did great execution. 

Lieut Turner commanding the Caledonia brought that vessel into 
action in the most noble manner and is an Ofricer, that in aljpituavions 
may be relied one 

The Ariel, Lieutenant Parker, and Scorpion sailing master Chaplain, 
were enabled to get early into action, and were of great service. 

Of Capt Elliot already so weli known it would be almost super- 

_fluous to speak. He has given me the most able and essential service. 

I have the honor to inclose a return of the killed and wounded, 
together with a statement of the relative force of the Squadrons. 

The Capt and First Lieutenant of the Queen Charlotte, andthe 
first Lieutenant of the Detroit were killed.

Extract of a Letter from Commodore Perry 
U.S. Schooner Ariel put in Bay 
September 18th 1813 
Sir 

I have caused the prisoners taken on the 10th inst to be Landed 
at Sandusky, and have requested General Harrison to have them marched 
to Chilicothe, and there wait until your pleasure be known respecting 
them. 

: The Lawrence has been so completeiy cut up that it is alsolutely 
necessary, she should go into a sate harbour. I have therefore directed 
Lieutenant Yarnal to perce to Erie in her, with the wounded of the 
fleet, and dismantle and get her over the bar as soon as possible. 

The two ships in a heavy sea this day an Anchor lost their 
masts, being much injured in the Action. 

I shail haul them in the inner Bay at this place, and moor them 
for the present. 

The Detroit is a remarkable fine ship sails well and is very 
stron:ly built. The Queen Charlotte is a very much superior vessel to: 
what it has been represented. The Lady Prevost is a large fine 
Schooner. I also beg your instructions respecting the wounded, I an 
eapisricd: sir that whatever steps I might take governed by humanity 
would meet your approbation. 

Under this impression I have taken upon myself to promise Capt 
Barclay who is very dangerously wounded, that he shall be landed as 
near lake Ontario as pGeeabls and I had not doubt you would allow me 
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He is under the impression that nothing but leaving this part of the 
country will save his life. | 
There is also a number of Canadians among the prisenars many who 
have families.

We have heard nothing of the progress of the American Army gine 
its departure from Johnston, at which place, it is said they were kept 
in check Irom landing by the gallant exertions of 300 Militia. They 
were pursued so closely by our Troops near Ogdensburgh, as obliged them 
to destroy two of their small vessels, to prevent their falling into 
our hands,

given by some of the inhabitants of their deposit.

The rtollowing important intelligence was received in town this 
morning by Express. 

"'Christiers November llth 1813. 

The enemy attacked us this morning supposed from 3 to 4000 men in 
number and has been completely repulsed and defeated, with a very 
considerable loss, a number of prisoners and one gun taken by us; the 
loss of the enemy cannot be less thm 3 or 400, our has been very severe.

His honor Major General DeRottenburgh has received the following 
dispatch from Lieut Colonel Morrison, commanding a detachment of the 
centre division, following up the American Army Commanded by General 
Wilkinson, while moving down the St Lawrence, ior the avowed purpose 
of invading Lower Canada. 

The Major Generai teels the highest satisfaction, in annoufping 
this glorious event to the Troops of Upper Canada. The greatest praise 
is due to Lieut Col Morrison itor his gallant conduct and judicious 
disposition, as well as to those distinguished Officers, Lieut. Col. 
Harvey Deputy Adjutant General. Lieut Col. Pearson, Lieut Col Penderleath, 
9th Reg¥phent, Majors Clifford 89 Regiment and Herriott, Canadian 
Voltigeurs; as also to every other Officer, and to the non-commissioned 
Otficers and Soldiers engaged in this brilliant affair, whose gallant 
and distinguished exertions against a force immensely superior, the 
successful issue of this severe contest, is to be attributed. They 
have displayed the true spirit of British soldiers, which can never fail 
of asserting its superiority over the enemy whenever they have the 


temerity to risk a trial. 
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Christlers Williamsburg 12th November 1813. 
Sir 

I have the heartfelt gratification to report the brilliant and 
gallant conduct of the Detachment from the Centre Division of the Arny, 
as yesterday displayed in repulsing and defeating a division of the 
Enemy's Force, consisting of two Brigades of Iniantry and a Regiment of 
Cavalary amounting to between 3 and 4000 men, who moved iorward about 2 
O'Ciock in the afternoon trom Christlers point, and attacked our advance, 
which graduaily tell back to the position selected for the Detachment 
to occupy, the rights resting on the River and the left on a “ine 
wood exhibiting a front of about 700 yards. The ground being open the 
‘'roops were thus disposed: -= 

The flank Companies of the 9th Regiment the Detachment oi the 
Canadian Negiment with one Field piece under Yieut Col Pearson on the 
right, a little advance on the road -= 3 Companies of the 489th Regiment 
under Capt Barmes, with a gun formed in Echellon with the advance, on its 
teft supporting it. 

The 49th and 89th thrown more to the rear, with a gun, formed the 
main body and reserve, extending to the woods on the left; which were 
occupied by the Voltigeurs, under Major Harriott, and the Indians 
under Lieutenant Anderson -- At about half past 2 OClock the action 
became General, when the enemy endeavored by moving forward a Brigade 
from his right, to turn our left, but were repulsed by the 89th forming 
en potence with the 4gth, and both corps moving forward occasionally 
firing by plantoons; his efforts were next directed against our vight, 
and to repulse this movement the 49th took ground in that direction, in 


Echellon, followed by the 89th. 
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When within half musket shot, the line was formed under a heavy 
irregular fire from the enemy. the 9th were then directed to charge 
their guns posted opposite to ours, but it became necessary when within#g 
a short distance oi them to check this forward movement in consequence 
of a charge trom their Cavalry on the right, leasr they shouid wheel 
about, and fail upon our rear, but they were received in 60 gallant a 
manner by the companies of the 89th unaer Capt Barnes, and the weil 
directed fire oi the artillery that they quickly retreated, and by a 
charge from those companies, one Gun was gained-= The enemy immediately 
concentrated their forces to check our advance, but such was the steady 
continuance and weil directed fore of the Troops, and Artillery, that 
at about haiti past 4 O'Clock, they gave-way at ail points, from an 
exceeding strong position, and endeavouring by their tight Intantry to 
cover their retreat, who were soon driven away by a judicious movement 
made by Lieut Col Pearson. 

The detachment for thé night o¢cupied the greiund, from whigh the 
enemy had been driven, and are now moving forward in pursuit. 

I regret-to find our loss in killed and wounded has been so consider+ 
able; but trust a most essential service has been rendered to the Country, 
as the whole of the enemy's Infantry after the action precipitately 
retreated to their own shores. It is now my grateful duty to meine 
out to your honor, the benefit and the service the country has received 
from the ability judgement and active exertions oi Lieut Col Harvey 
the Deputy Adjutant General for sparing whom to accompany the Detachment, 


I must again publicly express my acknowledgements. 
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To the cordial co-operation and exertion of Lieut Col Pearson 
Commanding the Detachment from Prescott -- Lieut Colonel Plenderleath 
9th Regiment -- Major Clifford 89th Regiment, iiajor Herriott, of the 
Voltigeurs -- and Captain Jackson of the ReA- combined with the gallantry 
of the Troops, our great success may be attributed; every man did his 
duty, and I believe I camot more strongly speak their merits then in 
mentioning that our small iorce did not exceed 800 rank and file. 

To Capt Davis and Skinner of the Quarter Master Generals Department 
I am under the greatest obligations for the assistance I have received 
from them, their zeal and activity have been wmremitting. 

Lieut Hagerman of the Militia; and Lieut Anderson of the Indian 
Department have also for their services deserved my Public acknowledgemanits. 

As the prisoners are hourly being brought in, I am unable to furnish 
your honor with a correct return of them but upwards or 100 are now in our 
possession; neither of the Ordnance Stores taken, as the whole has not 
yet been collected !

In bape eer iene the case of Capt Jenkins of the Glengary Light 
Infantry and Lieut Impy se Militia whose gallantry has been so eminently 
copspicuous, His Royal Highness has great pleasure in acceeding to the 
recommendation of the Governor and Commander of the Forces, extending to 
Lieut. Impey the same remuneration according to his rank which Capt 
Jenkin will be entitlted to receive as an Otiicer of a regular Regiment 
And His Royla Highness is pleased to authorize and command that with 
respect to Lieut. Impey and any other Miiitia Officer in the similar 
Situation, being wounded on actual service, do henceforth receive out

We are assured on good authority that the loss ot the enemy in 
the action at Williamsburg exceeded 1000 in kiiled wounded prisoners and 
deserters -- their flight was precipitate during the day and night after 
the action on the Morning of the 12th they regained their own shore, in 
the greatest confusion, and in Banta expectation of being attackede 
Several Officers of distinction were killed and wounded, 

liajor General Covender, was dangerously wounded and is since 
dead. Lieutenant Colonel Preston, noticed for his ridiculous and 
Insulting proclamation at Fort trie, inviting the inhabitants of Upper 
Canada to place themselves under his protection was dangerousiy wounded. 
One six pounder field piece was taken on the charge, and about 120 
prisoners 350 to U0 stand of Arms were collected on or near the field 
of action. 

The Militia of Cornwail and the neighbouring Townships have come 
forward in the most spirited and Loyal manner, and are daily joining the 
Troops, shewing a spirit worthy of their ancestors, and setting a noble 
example to their Country men. 

We sincerely hope it: w 11 be followed, and it the Inhabitants of 
Canada are true to themselves, they can have no reason to tear ail the

Copy of a letter from Major Gen. Harrison to the Secretary of War 
Head Quarters Detroit 
October 9th 1813 
Sir 

In ny letter from Sandwich of the 30 ult, I did myself the honor to 
inform you, that [ was preparing to pursue the Enemy the foilowing day. 

From various circumstances, however I was unable to put the Troops 
in motion until the morning of the 2d inst. and then to take with me 
only about one hundred and forty of the reguiar Troops Johnsons ““ounted 
Regiment and such of Governor Sheibys Volunteers, as were fit for a 
rapid march the whole amounting to about 3500 men. 

To General McArthur (with about 700 eifectives) the protecting 
of this place and the sick were committed. 

General Cass's Brigade and the Corps of Lieut Colonel Ball were 
left at Sandwich with otders to follow me as soon as the post men 
received their knapsacks and Blankets which had been left on an Isiand 
in Lake Erie. 

The unawoidable delay at Sandwich with no disadvantage to us. 

General Proctor has posted himseli at Dalsons on the right bank 
of the Thames, fifty six miles from this place where I was informed hb 
intended to fortify and wait to receive me. 

He must have believed however, that I had no disposition to follow 
him or that he had secured my contarenas here, by the reports that were 
circulated, that the indians would attack and destroy this place, a 


the advance of the Army, as he neglected to commence the breaking up of 
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Bridges until the night of the 2d Instant, 

On that night our army reached the River which is 25 miles from 
Sandwich and is one oi the four streams crossing our route, over all of 
which are Bridges and beeing deep and muddy are untordable for a con- 
Siderable distance into the Country. The Bridges here were found entire, 
and in the Morning I proceeded with Johnsons Regiment to save if 
possible the others. 

At the Second Pridge over a branch of the River Thames, we were 
tortunate #A¢#itt4# enough [to] capture a Lieutenant and eleven privates 
belonging to the Dragoons, who had bean sent by General Yroctor to 
destroy theme From the prisoners I learned that the bridge was broken 
up, and that the enemy had no certain intormation of our advance. The 
Bridge having been impergéectly destroyed, was soon repaired and the 
Amy encamped at Drakes farm, four miles below Dalison's. 

The river Thames, along the banks of which our route lay is a 
fine deép stream navigable for vessels of considerable burthen aiter 
the passing of the bar at its mouth over which there is six and a half 
feet of water. 

The baggage of the Army was brought from Detroit in Boats, protected 
by three Gun boats behind,which Commodore Perry had furnished for the 
purpose, as weil as to cover the passage of the Army over the. Thames 
itself or the mouths of its tributary streams; the banks being low 
and the Country generally open, (Prairies) as high as Dalsons, these 
vessels were well calculated for that purpose. 

Above Daisons however the character of the river and adjacent 


country is considerably changed, 
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The former though still deep is very narrow and its banks high and 
woody. 

The Commodore and myself therefore agreed upon the propriety of 
leaving the boats under the guard of 150 Infantry, and I determined to 
trust fortune and the braveyy of my Troops, to effect the passage of 
the tert 

| Below a place cailed Chatham and four miles above Daisons is the 
third untorable branch oi the Thames, the bridge over its mouth had been 
taken up by the Indians, as well as that at McGregors Mills one mileg 
above. 

Several hundred of the indians remained to dispute our passage and 
upon the arrival of the advance guard, commenced a heavy fire trom the 
opposite bank of the creek, as well as that of the River. 

Believing that the whole force of the enemy was there, I halted 
the Army formed in Order or Battle and brought up our tio six pounders 
to cover the party wno were ordered to repair the Bridge ~- a few shots 
from these pieces soon drove off the Indians and enabled us in two hours 
to repair the Bridge and cross the TroopSe 
: Colonel Johnsons mounted regiment being upon the right of the Army, 
had seized the remains of the Bridge at’ the Mills under a heavy fire 
of the Indians. Our loss upon this Same on was two killed and three 
or four wounded—— that of the Enemy was ascertained to be considerably 
greater. | 

A house near the Bridge containing a considerable number of 
4uskets had been set on fire, but it was extinguished by our Troops 


and the arms’ saved. 
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At the first farm above the Bridge, we found one of the enemy's 
vessels on fire, loaded with Arms and Ordnance stores, and learned that 
they were a few miles ahead of us, still on the right bank of the 
River four miles above the Bridge, we nalted for the night, found two 
other vessels, and a large distillery filled with Ordnance stores to 
an immense amount in ilames -- it was impossible to put out the flames -- 
two 2) pounders with their carriages were taken and a large quantity of 
Shot and Shell oi various sizes. 

The army were put in motion early an the morning of the 5th I 
pushed on in advance with the mounted regiment and requested Governor 
Shelby to follow as expeditiously as possible with the Infantry; the 
Governors zeal and that of his Men enabled them to keep up with the 
ee and by 9 OClock, we were at Arnolds liills, having taken in 
the ea of the morning two Gun Boats and several Batteaux loaded 
with provisions and Ammmition. 

A rapid at the river at Arnolds iiiils affords the ane fording to 
be met with for a considerable distance, but upon examination it was 
found to be too deep for the Infantry. - 

Having howaver fortunately taken two or three boats and some Indian 
canoes on the spot, and obliging the Horsemen to take a foot man behind 
. Sach: the whole were safety crossed by 12 O'Clock Hight miles from the 
crossing we passed a farm, where a part of the <ritish Troops had 


encamped the night before under the command of General Warburton. 
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The detachment under General Yroctor had arrived the day vefore 
at the Moravian Towns four miles higher up. Being now certainly near 
the Enemy I directed the advance of Jonson's regiment to accelerate 
their march for the purpose of procuring inteiligence. The Officer 
commanding it, in a short time, sent to iniorm me, that his progress 
was stopped by the enemy who were formed across our Line of March. 

One of the Enemy's waggoners being also taken prisoner, for the 
information received from him, and my own observation, assisted by 
eae of my oificers, I soon ascertained enough oi their position, and 
order of Battle to determine that which it was proper ior me two adopt. 

I have the honor herewith to enclose you my @eneral Order ot the 27 
ult perecribing the order of March and of Battie when the whole army 
should see fit to act together. 

But as the number of the Troops and description had been effectually 
changed since the tssuing of the Order, it became necessary to make a 
corresponding alteration in their disposition. 

From the place where our army was last haited, to the Moravian 
towns# a distance oi about three and a hali miles the road passed 
_ through a Beech forest without any clearing, and for the first two 
miles near the River. 

At from two to three hundred yards trom the river, a was extends 
paralel to it throughout the whole distance. The intermediate ground is 
dry, and although the trees are tolerably thick it is in many places 
clear of underbrush. Across this strip oi land its left appeared upon 
the river supported by artillery placed in the wood, their right in the 


Swamp covered by the whole of their indian forces, the British Troops 


were drawn up. 
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The Troops at my disposal consisted of about 120 regulars of the 
27th regiment five Brigades of Sentucky volunteer Militia Infantry under 
his Excellency Go ernor Shelby, avarapging less than 500 men and 
Colonel Johnsons regiment of Mounted Infantry, making on the whole an 
aggregate sometning above 3,000 No disposit on of an army opposed 
to an Indian iorce, can be saie unless it aly aE on the fianks and 
in the rear. I had therefore no difficulty in arranging the Infantry 
conformably to my general order of Battle. 

General Trotters, Brigade of 500 men formed the front line, his right 
upon the road, and his left upon the swamp. General Kings brigade as a 
second line 150 yards in the rear of Trotter's and Chile's Brigade as a 
corps aS a reserve in the rear of it. — 

These three brigades tormed the command of Major General Henry: the’ 
whole of Gen Besba's division, consisting of two Brigades were formed 
upon the left of Trotter. While I was engaged in forming the Infantry, 
I had directed Col Yonnson's regiment which was still in front to be 
formed in two lines opposite to the enemy and upon the advance of the 
Inrantry to take the ground to the left, and forming upon that flank to 
endeavor to turn the right of the Tsing: 

A moments reflection convinced me that from the thickness of the 
woods and swampiness of the ground, they would be unable to any thing 
on horse back, and there was no time to dismount their horses in 
security, I therefore determined to refuse my left to the Indians, 
and to brake the British lines at once by a phd! of mounted tniantry$ 
bhe measure was not sanctioned by any thing I had seen or heard of and 


I was fully convinced that it would succeed. 
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The American backwoodsmen ride better in the woods than any other 


people. 


A musket or rifle is no impediment to them being accustomed to carry 


themfon horse back from thetr youth, 1 was persuaded too that the eneny 


would be quite unprepared for the shock and that they could not resist 
it. Contormable to this Idea, I directed the regiment to be dram up 
in clsse column, with its right at the distance of fifty yards from the 
road, (that it might in some measure protected by the trees trom the 
Artillery, its 1eft upon the Swamp, and to charge at full speed as soon 
as the enemy delivered their fire. 

The few regular troops under their Colonei occupied in column of 
sections of four, the small space between the road and the river, ior 
the purpose oi seizing the enemys artillery, and some 10 or 12 friendly 
Indians were directed to move under the bank, 

The Crotchet formed by the front Line and General Desba's division 
was an important point. | 

At that aplace the venerable Governor of Kentucky was pested, who 
at the age of Sixty six preserves ail the vigor of youth, the ardent 
zeal which distinguished him in the revolubionary war and the undaunted 
bravery which he maintained at kings mountain. 

With my Aid de Camp the acting assistant Adjt Gen, Capt Butler; my 
Gallant friend Commodore Perry, who did me the honor to Care tas my 
volunteer Aid-de-Camp and Brigadier General Cass, who having on command 
tnedered me his assistance I placed myseli at the head of the front 
line of Infantry, to direct the movements of the Cavalry, and give them 


the necessary support. 
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The Army had moved on in this order but a short distance, when the 
mounted men received the fire oi the British line and were ordered to 
charge, the horses in the front of the colum recoiled from the fire, 
another was given by the enemy and our colwm at length getting in 
motion broke through the enemy with an irristable force. 

In one minute the contest in front was over; the British Officers 
seeing no hopes of reducing their disordered ranks to order, and our 
mounted men wheeling upon them, and pouring in a destructive fire 
immediately surrendered. 

It is certain that only three of our troops were wounded in this 
charge. Upon the leit however the contest was more severe with the 
Indians. Captain Yoymston who commanded on the flank of his Company 
received a most gailing fire from them which was returned with great 
effect. The Indians still further to the right advanced and fell in 
with our foot line of Inrantry, near its jumction with Desbas, and for 

a moment made some impression on it, 

His Excellency Governor Shelby however brought up a regiment to its 
support and the Enemy received a severe fire in front, and a part of 
Johnsons Regiment having gained their rear retreated with precipitation. 
Thair loss was very considerable in the Action, and many were killed in 
their retreat. | 

I can give no satisfactory iniormation of the number of Indians 
that were in the Action, but there must have been considerably upwards 
of 1000 

From the documents in my possession (General Proctors official 


Letters all oi which were taken.) and for information of respectable 


inhabitants of this territory, the Indians kept in bay by the British, 
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which were more numerous than had generally been supposed. In a letter 
to General DeRottenburg, of the 27th ult. General Proctor speaks of 
having prevailed upon most of the Indians to accompnay hin 

Of these it && certain that fifty or sixty Wyandot warriors 
abandoned him. 

The number of our Troops was certainly greater than that of the 
knemy, but when it is recollected, that they had chosen a position that 
effectuaily secured their fiank, which it was impossible for us to 
turn, and that we could not present to them a line extending more than 
their own, it will not be considered arrogant to claim for my Troops the 
palm of superior bravery 

(Here follows an encomium upon the. Oi'ficers generally. 

Major Wooas ot the Engineers already distinguished at Fort Meigs 
attended the army with 2 six pounders, Having no use ior them in action, 
he joined in pursuit of the Enemy and with Major Payne of the Mounted 
regiment, Two of my Aid de Camps, Todd and Chambers, and three privates 
continued it for several miles and made many prisoners. 

I left the Army before an Official return of the prisoners, ox that 
of the killed and wounded was made out. 

It was however ascertained that the former amounted to Six hundred 
and one, rank and file, including twenty five Oificers. Our loss is 
seven killed and twenty two wounded, five ot whom have since died 
Of the British Tréops twelve were killed and twenty two wounded. 

The Indians suffered most -- thirty three of them having been 
Yound upon the ground besides those killed on the retreat. 

On the day of the Action six pieces of Brass Artillery, and two 24 


pounders Iron the day before. several others were destroyed. Of the 
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Brass pieces three are trophies of the revolutionary war, they were 
talen at Saratoga and York and surrandered by General Hull —~ the number 
of small arms taken by us, and destroyed by the enemy must amount to 
upwards ot five thousand; most of them had been ours, and taken by the 
enemy at the surrender of Detroit, at the River Rasin and Col Dudley's 
defeat. I believe the enemy retain no other Military trophy of their 
victories. than the standard of 4th Regiment. 

They were not magnanimous enough to bring that of the ist regt into 
the field or it would have been taken. 

You have been informed sir oi the conduct of the Troops and under 
my command in action; it gives me great pleasure to inform you, that they 
merit also the approbation of their country for their conduct in 
submitting to the greatest privations with the utmost cheerfulness, 

The Infantry were entirely without tents and for several days the 
whole army subsisted upon fresh beef without bread or ale

that the greater part had left him previous to the action.

The Ottawas and Chippaws have withdrawn from the British, and have 
sent three of their warriors to beg for peace, promising to agree to 
any terms that I shall prescribe 

— have agreed to receive them upon condition of their giving hostages 
for their fidelity, and immediateiy joining us with all their warriors. 

The Wyandots Miamies, and a band of Delawares, which had joined the 
enemy, are also desirous to be received from the same terms. 

the celebrated Chief Main Pock is at the head of the hostile band 
on the Detroit side of the streight.

The inhabitants of Detroit, who were in daily communication with then, 
state the former to be irom 1000 to 1200.

Since General Harrison departure of five nations of Indians Viz, the 
Ottaways Chippawas, Powtewattomies, iamies and Kickappos, who were but 
a few miles back, having come in for peace and I have agreed that 
hostilities should cease for the present on the foilowing conditions, "They 
have agreed to take hold of the same Tomahawk with us and to strike all 
who are, or who may be enemies to the United States, whether British or 
‘Indians — 

They are to bring in a number of their women as hostages, whilst 
they were to accompany us to war -= 

Some of them have already brought in their women and are drawing 
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Prisoners U.S. 

On Friday and Saturday last were escorted by a detachment of Major 
Belis Cavalry from their quarters at Beauport, to the New Gaol, twenty 
three American Oificers; and on the latter day were aiso taken from the 
prison Ships, and escorted by a detachment oi the 103d regiment to the

His Excellency the Governor in Chief and commander of the forces 
has to announce to the Troops under his command that he has received 
a communication from Major General Wilkinson, commanding a division 
of the Army of the United States of America by order of his Government 
of which the following is an extract: 

"The Government of the United States adhearing unalterably to the 
principal and purpose declared in the communication of General Dearborn 
to you, on the subject of the twenty three prisoners, American Soldiers, 
prisoners of war, sent to evand to be tried as criminals, and the 
confinement of a like number of British Soldiers prisoners of war, 
selected to abide tne fate of the former, and in consequence of the 
step taken by the British Govemmment, as now communicaced, ordered forty 
six British Officers into close confinement, and that they will not be 
discharged from their confinement, until it shall be known, that forty 
six American Officers and non-commissioned Officers are no longer 
coniined." 

It would be superfluous to use any argument to refute ent ssouep tion 
so extrdvagant unjust and unprecedented, as to deny the right of a free 
Nation, to bring to legal Trial, in a due course of Law her own born 
natural Subjects taken in the actual commission of the most heinous 


offence that man can commit against his king, his God, and his Country — 
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that of raising his particide arm, against his Allegiance and his 
Countrymen, by leaguing with their Enemies] 

A crime held in such abhorence by every civilized Nation in Europe, 
that summary death by the Law Martial, is its avowed reward and is 
inflicted with unrelenting severity by France, and the Ally of the 
United States. 

This pretension must appear to every unprejudiced, and upright mind, 
as in—iquitous and unjust, as in the r@hation which the Government of 
the United States has adopted, by placing in close coniinement, Three 
and twenty British Soldiers as Hostages, for an equal number of wretches 
the unworthy offspring of Great Britain, who when drawn irom the Ranks 
of the Enemy, solicited to be suffered to expiate their treason by turning 
their arms against their recent EKmployers. ‘these Rebels have (with the 
contempt they merit) and consigged to the infamy and punishment there 
awaits them from the yust Laws of thei offended Comtry. 

While the Government of the United States does not blush to claim 
those outcast Traitors as their own, and outrage the custom of the 
civilized war, in the persons of honorable men by, placing them ona 
par with Rebels and deserters no, alternative remains to the Commander 
of the forces, in the discharge ot his duty to his Kinz and Country, and 
his fellow Soldiers, but to order all the American Officers, prisoners. of 
War without exception oi rank to be immediately placed in close continement 
as Hostages, for the forty six British Officers so confined by the 
express command of the supreme Authority in that Country, until the 
number of forty six be completed, over and above those now in confinement. 


His kxceilency directs that this General Order togéther with that issued 
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on the 27th of Yctober be read to the Troops, that the British 
soldiers may be sengaible of the terms on which Amerioa has dotermined 
to wage this war; confident that he will meet them with proper spirit 
and indignation, tor if they shouid become a prisoner of a foe, so 
regardless of those laws which for ages have governed Civilized Nations 
in War, they would be doomed to a rigorous confinement and that, perhaps, 
only preparatory to a more Savage scene.

The light Dragoons in order to make their escape, had to swim their 
Horses across the St Lawrence to “agsena Yoint, and the redoutable 
General, with the remains of his shattered and dismayed army, arrived 
the hight before last at the French lfills in this country. | 

The battle was tought on Thursday last the Lith inst. 

Report says we have lost 1000 or 1200 men Brigadier General 
Covington was among the killed. 

He was brought off the field and was yesterday interred at the 
French Mills. 

You must I think, have heard ere this of the shameful and cowardly 
doing of Gen Hampton down at Chateauquay river. At the head of 5,000 
effective men including three hundred light Dragoons he left the four 
corners on the 22d ult. and with 11 pieces oz field Artillery,. and an 
immense quantity of heavy baggage, traveiled in martial array in the 
direction of Montreal, till he had reached about tweive or fourteen miles 
beyond the 45th degree, of North Latitude. 

Here he had a piece of Hemlock and Beach woods to pass through -= 


and here too he met with 250 Canadians and 40 Indians, and such was

me —— If public opinion is a proper tribunal you must be dull or 
apprehension, ii you have not discovered that a halter is a necessary ~ 
requisite to your tast elevation. It never faiis to be the case, when 


a wretch like you accidentally gets himseif placed in a situation as you 
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are to ape the Tyrant, and trifle with private property and private 
character. 

Had you been separated from your Army, your dastard Soul would soon 
have shrunk back to its primitive nothingness, that you would have dared 
to have taken the liberty you did with my character. 

Your low ribaldry was to disgusting that even your political

The expedition left Sacketts Harbour, about the 15th of Yctober, 
and wasted three weeks between there and this place. 

It is true the weather was bad but not sutficiently SO, as to require 
such a length of time. 

This lingering afiorded an opportunity for the enemy to prepare 
at all points. This was the only disadvantage the menwere exposed, and 
became deceased with a most fatal dissentary. | 

When the Army passed this place, which they aid by land, they 
resembled a moving Hospital, more than they did an invading army. 

Those who had not seen the miserable arrangements and movements of 
the Army, can form no idea ot that want of attention which is palpable to 
the meanest capacitye | 

There is much more attention paid to cudgelling the soldiers, than 
there is in providing comtorts for them. Whipping is done away by law, 
and the Officers have introduced in its stead the cudgel. I have not 
conversed with a person, wno has not expressed horror at the cruelty 
PeEPeSH exercised towards the Soldiers. 

If the poor Negroes, who are ia hed through the Tebacco tields of 
Virginia are not as humanly treated as the soldiers, their condition 
must be truly deplorable. When the army passed, it was melancholy to 
see the poor Sick Soldiers dragging on, but whose trembling iimbs refused 
to bear them long <= Scarcely a house for 30 miles, had not more or less 
of those miserable and sick Soldiers in them -= no provisions for them ~ 


or any person left to provide, and aid them on —- numbers are still 
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remaining among the inhabitants, and are taken Hae of them. 

To give you an idea , how 1ittLe ateention: is ‘paid to the sick 
and wounded, I will state one » fact, it will afford data for 
comprehending the abominable treatment towards the wounded Soldiers 
if Lt is ‘contradicted ore are. He oneeede wno can substantiate its 
veracity. After ‘the Deb aiga bays pohe toad of Long Sault 46 of our 
wounded were brought across he St Lawrence, ana chrown into a house, 
and there let't without’ forthe care, nag had not even a Blanket to 
Raves them, — 

’ There were-three Surgeons belonging to the Army, which chance 
brougnt, to the’ House, Bet! ah Ay with. tears intreated then to 
dress their wounds; their solicitations were seconded by a number of 


the inhabitants who happened te be there. But those humane surgeons -—=- 


‘those good Samaritans, swore they would not trouble themselves with then, 


because “they did-not belong to their regiments and left them without 


so much as looking at their wounds. 


We this situation he distressed men were left to wilter in their 


“blood for Bight days, with no other assistance, than couid be given by 
aa ee poor inhabitenta, whose means ot relief was not equal to 
extending to them thé comforts of a Blanket -— what they couid do was

When their situation was made known to the Villagers of Ogdensburg

His Exceilency the Governor in Chiei’ and commander of the Forces 
has the highést sptisfaction in amnouncing to the Troops, that he has 
received dispatch from Lieutenant General Drummond reporting the result 
of a most spirited and successful attack on the enemy's fort and position 
of Oswego, which was carried by assault at noon on the 6th inst. 
The Lieutenant Governor reports that he having caused six 
companies oi Deliavteville's and one company of the Gleniry Light 
Infantry with a small detachment of Artillery to embark on Board the 
Squadron in addition to the 2d Battalion of Royal Marines. He accompanied 
Sir James Yoe in the Prince Regent, and on the evening of the 5th instant, 
anchored off Oswego, but a violent gale oi wind driving the Squadron 
off shore, the poSition was not again recovered until noon on the 
tollowing day, when the disposition for landing was instantly carried 
into Execution in the following order -- the Frigates taking a position 
from when they could cannonade the Fort, and the Brigs, Schooners and 
Gun Poats, in proportion to their respective draft of water, covered by 
their fire the several points oi debarcation oi the Troops, ahah was 
attended with considerable ditficulty owing to the shoalness oi water, 
the Boats grounding the Troops were in many instances obliged to leap out 
and wade through the water up to their middies to gain the Landing; 
and the enemy having strgonly occupied the favourable position near the 


shore and woods with which it si surrounded, the disembarcation was 
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attended with some loss but effected with the utmost promptitude under 
the direction ot Lieut 4o0l Fischer, Led by two new formed flank Companies 
of DeWattegville's Regiment under Capt Berezy; the remaining four 
companies and detachment oi Royal Artillery, being held in reserve. 

The 2 Battalion of Marines under Lieutenant Colonel Maicoln, 
supported by a detachment ot 200 seamen under Captain Mulcaster Royal 
avy; formed a second colwmn to the right of Capt Mc iMilian's Company 
of Glengary light Infantry gained the skirts of the woods to the ieft, 
and covered the advance of the colunn to the fort; which was gained and 
carried in ten minutes, trom the advance oi the Troops after landing 
The enemys parrison consisted of iiacCombs 3d Regiment of Artillery or 
00 Strong, and a numerous body of Militia, saving themselves by a 
precipitate flight | 

Lieut Col Drummond speaks in the strongest terms of the cordial 
judicious and able cooperation of Commodore Sir James Yoe, and the 
Officers and Seamen of his Squadeon, and laments the temporary loss, the 
service has sustained in Capt Mulcaster of the Royal Navy, who is 
severa@ly wounded,

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Extract of a Letter dated Burtonville near River LaColle June 2ist 181), 
to a gentleman in this City. 

"We have neen at this detestable place quartered in Bark Cabins 
for some time eaten up by Musquetoes, as you may conceive and on piquet 
&ce patroling the whoie day and night to no purpose; till last evening 
our advance piquet commandei by Capt Wm Johnson, was attacked by about 
150 of Col Forsyth's Riitlemen but were soon driven to the other side 
of their lines by about 25 of our Voltigeurs and a few Indian warriors 
with some loss of killed and wounded on their part, and on ours a 
Voltigeurs slightly woundea and two Indians. 
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Extract of a Letter from An Officer at LaColie to a gentleman in this 
City dated Jume 29th 181) 

‘We have had lately three skirmishes with the enemy, the last 
yesterday; the action took place near Gapt Odell's in Odeltown the 
enemys force consisted of about 150 and were opposed by 20 Voitigeurs 
and about 50 Indians, who have distinguished themselves by repuising 
the Enemy and driving them for a mile on the other side ot the Lines, 
where the enemy received a reiniorcement oi two pices of cannon —-when 
our smail band retreated without sustaining any loss on our side. 

Two Voltigeurs were slightly wounded both in the hand, and an Indian 
was also badly wounded, but not dangerously -— 

The loss of the enemy was five men-including the famous Col 
Forsyth of the Rifle corps. 

After he had fallen he exhorted his men to bravery, by telling them 
not to mind him he had fallen in the cause of his Country &c. 

"An Inhabitant near where the skirmish took place initormed i ae 
Mailloux Since, that he saw the corps oi Colonel Forsyth after he was 
dead, and that the funeral honors were to take place at Champlain on the 
‘$0th inst. 

+his alsi is confirmed by a deserter who has come in. 

"On the 25th inst at day break Yieuvenant Pendergast, with 12 Volt sigeurs 
and Capt Mailloux with 16 Indians went and attacked an American piquet 
of 30 men, 5 of the enemy were killed and one made prisoner, the loss on 
our side was one Voltigeur by the name oi Verreau who was killed and 


one by the name oi Kitson, wounded on the chin, Kitson is a mere youth, 
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after being wounded rushed forward upon the person who wounded him and 
run him through with his bayonet 

Bravo pour mon petit Voitigeur. 

An Inhabitant by the name of Perkins is carried oif by the Enemy

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Battle of Vhippewa. 

the plan of the Balles, ot 1813, are already so far developed, 
that it does not require the Spirit of prophecy to predict, that the 
invasion of Canada by General Brown will terminate in the same spleadid 
ana Glorious result which has distinguished the Campaigns of 1812 & 1813. 
The writer of this communication has by the Aia of peculiar advantages, 
been enabied to ascertain with correctness the plan of the present 
Campaign; and he pronounces with confidence, that the whole system of 
operations for the present year has been completely destroyed by the 
unexpected battle of Chippewa, between the feria cae Arimy under General 
Brown and the British foces. 

The administration finding that without an Army of 3U or 40,000 
(which they have not been and never wiil ve able to procure) ail 
attempts on Canada by way of Montreal would prove abortive, determined 
early in the spring to Limit the operations of the present year, first 
to the conquest oi that part oi Upper Province, which lies west oi the 
Niagara River; and to pursue the contest against the enemy, by the 
reduction of the Country lying arounf the west end of Lake Otéario, and 
as far down the north of the Lake as Kingstone 

Should these designs suaceed, their whole iorce was to be directed 
against Kingston the capture of which would secure the quiet possession 
of the upper country, and a permanent ascendancy on the Lakes Combined 
with and incidental to the first of these operations, was the recapture 
of Fort Niagara. 

Against this no direct attack was to be made, but the evacuation ~ 
of it by the enemy, or its ultimate fall, with the capture oi the 


Garrison, was to result from and depend on the success ol the previous 
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operations of the Army under General Brown 

With these objects in view, a force of 10,000 men consisting 
entirely of the I'roops of the New York and New England line except 
2,000 volunteers from Pennsylvania was collected'at Buffalo under 
General Brown and Scott. 

This was to be the efficient and active army. 

As a regular siege of Fort Niagara would probably consume two or 
three months if an attempt to reduce that post should be made in that 
way, it was determined by a bold and sudden movement to Burlington Meighis 
at the head of Lake Ontarion, to secure the Garrison oi Fort Niagara from 
escaoe, and at the same time reduce the enemys comntry as far west as 
Burlington. 

To reach Burlington, General Brown at a fixed period was to cross 
the Niagara River at Buffalo precipitate his force upon the British Posts 
at Chippawa and Queenston and leaving Fort Niagara and the enemys post 
at or near Fort George on his right advance by iorced marches on the 
ridge road from Queenston through the back country to Burlington Heights 
Seize that post and capture the rear or the British itorces in the pen- 
insula which was there stationed. The garrison of Niagara and Fort George 
and its vicinity, being thus cut oif from the interior, he was to move 
from Burlington Heights (leaving a foce at that Point) down he Lake on 
the south shore, to Niagara River and reduce those posts, 

Commodore Chauncey's fleet having the ascendancy on Lake Ontario, 
was to sail from Sacketts “arbour, at the same time, and cut oif all 
supplies, relief and reintorcements from ingston while General Brown 


accomplished these objects. 
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To conceal from the enemy the real point of invasion, a large 
force was to be collected at Plattsburg, which should advance to the 
lines simultaneously with the movement of General Browns Army from 
Buffalo 

This plan of operation by advancing to the lines and making rather 
formidable demonstration towards the enemys posts in that quarter, was 
not without effect, tor it produced in a partial degree, the result 
intended 

On the night of the 3d of July, the American Army under Gen Brow 
crossed the Niagara -= on the morning of the 4th surprised and captured 
the British corps oi observation stationed at Erie -—= on the morming of 
the 5th he commenced his march for Queenston invending to seize the 
outposts of the enemys at Chippewa and S“ueenston on the morning of the 
6th The British commander in that quarter had been vigilantly 
eatching all his movements, finding that the whole of General Browns 
army, had crossed over to the Canada shore, and that no apprehension 
there existed of an attack on Fort Niagara, on the rear, from the 
American side and probably, suspecting the real object oi the movement 
of General Brown, crossed over on the 4th inst to Fort George, with the 
Garrison of Niagara leaving therein a small guard. 

Determined that General Brown should not gain the ridge Road at 
Queenston, and thus occupy the country and seize the Fosts in his rear, 
he united with his forces the Garrison of Fort George and drawing 
together the British Troops from the adjacent posts, advanced on the 5th_ 
to the entrenchnent at Chippewa marched on that day to the distance of 


about a mile and a halt from Chippawa, cmyossing and leaving the Chippawa 
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River, in his rear, and offered General Brown, Battle, on the open plains 
at Streets Farm. 

After a sanguinary conilict of two or three hours the British torces 
retreated from their intrenchments beyond the Chippawa River leaving Gen 
Srown in possession oi the field of Battle; from whence Gen Brown writes 
to a friend in this vicinity, that he shall remain there two day, and 
then advance again, and break down all opposition to Lake Ontario. 

Tne communication of the British Army with the interior is still 
entire. General Brown must advance to Queenston or abandon his design 
on Burlington Heights, 

Should the British be in sufiicient strength before him to dispute 
the passage of the Chippawa River or subsequently to check his advance 
to the Ridge Road, the execution of the whole plan ot operations will 
be at an end. 

Should Generali Brown, on the other hand should prove to have a 
suticient force, to force his way to the Ridge Noad; the British if 
compeiled to retreat, will probably, on reaching Queenston, take 
the ride road themselves and retire before him to Burlington Meights, 
evacuating Fort Niagara and Fort George. This object alone will then 
have been attained and the administration will then find themselves in 
the same situation in which they were in Yune 1813, and where they will 
aiso probably remain till Decemver 181}. 

The British commander thereforem unless ke shall hereafter commit a 
faux pas has by this judicious movement, saved the ultimate loss of the 


Garrisons of Niagara, Fort George and their vicinity and broken up the 


whole plan ot operations oi the American Army for the year 161). 
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The administration will therefore probably have abundant till 
another year to devise some new, more ingenious, scientific and effectual 
method oi capturing those fancy 5ritons who dare with a hand tul of men, 
to face an American Army of 6,000 Troop, on the first day of their march, 
commanded by two oi their ablest Generais, and who have the audicity to 
dispute the omipotent right of James Madison, John Armstrong and their 
subalterns, to over run plunder and burn the Canadas in defence of free 
Trade and Soldiers rights

We understand however thet the enemy were compietely repulsed 
after an obstinate and sanguinary contest of 8 hours; that Lieut Gen 
Drummond was slightly wounded in the neck, iiaj Gen RiaLl, wounded in the 
Arm and made a prisoner, and Capt Loring Aid de Camp and private 
Secretary to his Honor the President also made prisoner 

As Lieut Gen Drummonds Ufficial report, we understand, has gone 
down to Sir Geo Prevost, we hope soon of being able to lay eie before 


our readers. 
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Execution of Rebels 
Out of the 15 persons, tried at Ancaster and found guilty of high 
treason and robbery and sentenced to suffer death, 8 were executed at 
Burlington on the 20th of July.

anchored close to Fort 4rie. 

: Accident alone prevented the capture of the third Schooner; those 
captured are the Somers and Procupine, the tormer mounts two 12 pounders, 
the latter one 12 pounder. 

They were commanded by Lieutenants and had on board 35 men each. 
The Lieutenant General laments to tind that Lieut Radclitfe, Commander 
of his Majesty's Schooner Netly, has failen on this occasion, he was 
killed in the act ot boarding. 

He will be buried at 12 OClock with such marks of respect as cir= 
cumstances will permit; besides Mr Radcliffe, our loss has been only 
one seaman killed and four seamen wounded. 

The enemy's toss is one Yeaman killed three Vificers and four 
Seamen wounded. The whole enterprise reflects the highest credit, on 
the ability and spirit of Capt Dobbs, and the gallant party catee his 
command.

Lieutenant General Drummond has great satisfaction in acquainting 
the Troops, that he has received dispatches from Lieutenant Colonel 
McDougall Commanding at Michillimackinac reporting the repulse and defeat 
of the Enemy in a combined attack upon that place on the 4th Inst. 

On the morning of that day the Inemys Squadron consisting of two 
Ships four Schooners and several Gun Boats under Commodore Sinclair, 
which hdd been oif the Island for some days, took a position close in 
shore. 

The two large vessels the Niagara and Saint Lawrence oi’ 20 Guns 
anchoring with springs on their Cables. 

Under cover of their fire about 1000 Troops under the command# of 
Lieut. Colonel Groghan were Tanaees Lieut Colonel McDonall did not 
attempt to intercept the disembracation, but Leaving Major Crawford 
with the Militia in charge of the Forts, he marched out with about 120 
men of the Royal Newfoundland Regiment; and iorty of the Michigan | 
Fencibles, with two field Pieces, having a body of Indians on his flanks 
and took up a position to cover the Forts. 

The fire of his field pieces having checked the e emys advance 
in iront, he made a fiank movement with the intention of turning the 
lrft position which Lieut Colonel McDougall haa taken up. In the 
attempt he was met and engaged by a body of Indians under the Chief 


Thomas, and driven back in great disorder to their ships, the fires of 
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whose broad sides alone saved him from destruction. Our loss was only 
one +ndians killed and one Indian and one Volunteer wounded, that ot the 
Knemy was twenty killed and a large number of wounded. The second in 
command and several other Officers are among tne Killed. The enemy's 
Squadron immediately made all sail down the lake. 

Previous to the attack the enemy was joined by a part or his force, 
Which had been detached to St Marys on a marauding expedition. 

The depredations committed at that place and the wanton Village of 
the unresisting defencelss Inhabitants are circumstances most dis- 
graceful to the persons concerned: the atvtrocities committed by the 
enemy under General Ciarke at Prarie de Chien and the cruel and deiiberate 
Massacre oi some Indians; who by the promise of protection they had 
inveighed into their power, and whom they enclosed in a log Hut, and 
in cool blood shot through the logs at them, deserves not only the 
deepest execration but the severest retaliation.

Loss of our Fleet on Lake Champlain 

We have just received the melancholy and distressing account of the 
loss of the whole of our Fleet on “ake Champlain -- Yesterday morning 
they moved, up to the attack which they commenced in a very handsome 
style. 

Just as the largest ship was rounding a point to lay herself along 
side of the American large Ship she went aground. Jnmediateiy the 
whole of the Americans fell upon her and tore her to pieces, not Leaving 
a mast or spar standing. 

The consequences was the capture of the remainder, save two small 
Gun boats, that effected their escape. 

Just at that moment our Army was advancing to assault the American 
Works but retired again as soon as they saw the fate of our Fleet was 
decided. 

We lost 3 or 400 men without effecting any thing.

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The Three Rivers Accident 
38 lives lost. 

Never has this town witnessed such a scene as it did yesterday 
(August lith 181) for a week before every eye and countenance was 
gladddned by the arrival of those brave tellows, who had fought and 
beaten the great eneny of the World, and who had been sent here to 
rescue us from conquest; but what a reverse, every countenance down 
cast, and all we hear is "what a melancholy accident" alas! too true it 
is that I yesterday saw five and thirty or those brave fellows besides 
the ferry men and his two Sons descend into a watery grave all within 
tive and twenty yards #4# of the shore. 

This melancholy and sad accident is rendered more dreadfml when 
the causes which led to it, are correctly reiated which upon minute 
inquiry I tind to be theses 

On the morning of Thursday the llth inst about 11 O'Clock Capt 
Stephenson commanding aietaniheae of about 00 of the 8lst Regiment 
arrived at the Traverse at the Black River near this Town and svrange 
to tell, there was not an Officer of the Quarter Master Generals 
Department or the Commissary of Transport service to superintend or 
direct the crossing of the detachment; Capt Stephenson anxious that the 
aoeearnent should cross to enable them to arrive at the end of their 
days march, as many of them were already much effected by the heat and 
being at the same time initormed that there was not an Officer of the 
Quarter Master Generals department within 90 miles of him, and that ie 
the Commissary of Transport; who resided at the Three rivers did not 


conceive it a part of his duty s0 attend to the crossing of soldiers, 
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he applied, thus situated to the ferryman who informed him that he had 
already repeatedly crossed 70 men at a time in his scow, and that it 
was the only conveyance there to cross the Troops, he also said, that 
there had been two batteaux there, but by order of the commissary of 
the Transport Service, they had been removed to the Cape de la 
Magdelaine for the seared of crossing the Baggage, there being no 
alternative, Capt Stephenson with about 60 men embarked in the Scow, 
and reached the opposite shore Scow, returned and Lieutenant Henderson 
and 59 men including the Ferryman and his three Sons embarked, when 
within 25 yards of the shore, most melancholy to relate, the Scow filled 
and plunged the gallant Lieutenant and his orave Soldiers into the 
stream uniortunately they could not disengage themselves from their 
accoutrements having their knapsacks and 60 rounds of ball cartridge 
on their backs and the current having carried them ### too far from 
the Scow to attempt regaining it. Exhausted] they sunk never to rise 
again, one of the few who had secured a hold on the Scow as she rose, 
perceiving Lieutent Henderson could not swim, seized a plank from the 
Scow and threw it to him, which was about seven minutes after the scow 
had sunk, and about forty five of these uniortunate meri screaming for 
assistance but dreadful to add, their comrades on shore had not the meass 
of affording any: and of the men near Mr Henderson endeavoring to lay 
hold of a plank, unfortunately missed it and sinking seized his sword 
and was suspended from his waste, thus overpowered (having struggied 
for about 15 minutes) he sank to rise no more. 

Those who clung to the scow about 15 in number, were saved, five 


of the others were rescued by the exertions of a Mr Miinickison, and two 
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others were saved just as they were sinking, by a girl of the name of 
Lambert, who perceiving the accident, with the greatest courage and 
presence oi mind set off in a Canoe trom the Shore, which she had just 
left. This melancholy occurence will and has given rise to many 
animadversions, it has alveady been attempted by some to throw the 
blame on the Officer# commanding, upon two grounds; the first, "for 
allowing so many men to embark at a time," the second, "for Sante 
the men to embark with accoutrements on their backs," in answer to this 
I will briefly say "why was not the proper Officer there to direct then 
otherwise?" but the public must be aware that such surmises can only 
be made by those who would w llingly avert the gross neglect which is 
imputable to them, if we have subordinate oificers who wilfully 
neglect their duty, their superior officers ought to take such steps 
as to compel them to do so, but in this instance, where a manizest 
neglect is so visible (the result of which so melancholy) nothing short 
of an immediate dismissal from office should follow, or ought to be 
otherwise when we see eight and thirty of our fellow creatures drowned? 
from a mere inattention on the part of those who were entrusted with 
their safe convoye 

Yesterday afternoon and this morning eighteen bodies were piched up 
ies the indefatigable exerti ns ot many of the gentlemen oi the Tov, 
and this afternoon they were interred with Military honors, the remainder 
of the detachment the Military oi Garrison and the citizens of the 


Town attending. “ 
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In Lieut Henderson, the service has been robbed of one of its 
brightest ornaments, the regiment of an honorable and attached friend 
in the prime oi lite, just twenty five years ot age -—— he served in 
the memorable battle of Coruhna and at Maida he was mentioned in the 


most honorable manner. 
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Fort Erie 

The public prints give but very Little idea of our late disaster at 
Fort trie. The following written by an Oificer, who was in the 
affair; and may be depended on: 

"Fort Erie was assailed by storm, two hours before day light 
on the morning of the 15th Inst. 

The Rth Regiment with de Watteville's regt and two companies of 
the 89th attacked the enemys position at snake Hill, and the 103d and 
one company of the Royals two# companies of the hist, and two companies 
or the 10th attacked the Fort But uniortunately, the 8th and 
de Watterville's regiments failed in their attempt and the whole brunt 
of the business fell upon the other divisions. By means of scaiing 
ladders the latter got into the fort and took possession of the Guns; 
both of which they kept for an hour and a half, under a tremenduous fire 
ot grape and Musketry from a ##¥fuei? stone building in the fort, which 
the enemy had made into a Block House — The enemy had itikewise a force 
intrenching strongly on the out side oi the Fort, who finding they could 
not drive our Troops from their position, laid the plan of blowing then 
up; woich they effectually did# by springing a mine. 

Our loss was immense; our brave fellows were obliged to leave the 
Fort, when the enemy brought their torce around on the two Flanks with 
two field pieces and completely out flanked them. 

The remainder ot the division were obliged to retreat with pre- 
cipitation. | = 

thus ended this sanguinary affair in which we have to bewail the 


loss of many brave men." 
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Fort brie 

We have published a general Order relative to an other sanguinary 
affair at Fort Erie which took place on the 17th ult wherein we find that 
our troops behaved to admiration, and finally repulsed the Americans 
with great loss; but that loss is not mentioned neither is ours stated. 

From the vigilance of our private correspondents, we are however - 
enabled to give a tolerable correct Idea of what has taken place. 

- The success oi the American right division at Platisburg went as 
quick as lightening to the left at Fort Erie. 

The Americans were so elevated in spirit, that their General 
determined on a grand attack on the British with his whole force, 
consisting of 6500 men, collected previously from all quarters. 

The attack was desperate, and agrees exactly with the tenor oi the 
General Order as to the disposition 

The companies of the 6th and 82d Regiments engaged, had it in their 
power to do much they did wonders, the bayonet was lavishly dealt in 
the enemys ranks; five hundred oi their Troops are said to have been 
left dead on the field, and two hundred and seventy prisoners made by 
the United efforts of the Army. 

Our loss has been heavy; about 100 are killed, and nearly 500 
wounded and missing of the Latter most are oi de Watteville who have 
been surprised in the trenches in# rising the works, the number of them 
made prisoners is not accurately stated; but cayerdsior 100 is mentioned 

Of that fine Regiment, fourteen Oificers are killed wounded and

Extract of a Letter from an Officer on board His Majestys ship Undamted. 
dated May the th 181). 
Prarie des Chiens 

On the evening of the lst of Yeptember arrived at Montreal the 
Honorable Wm. McGillveray and other Agents and gentlemen ot the North 
West Company -- By them we learn that Major McKay of the iate Voyageur 
Corps, (who formerly distinguished himself in that corps at La Cole) 
with a party of indians had succeeded in aphucine the American Fort 
and Garrison at Prarie des Chiens; previously beating off a heavy Gun 
boat which had advanced to the rescue of the Garrison.

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The Anniversary of the Pattie of Christlers Farm 

On the lith of November being the anniversary oi the Battie at 
Christlers ‘arm on which occasion the 6Yth Regiment reaped a full crop 
of acnor and liilivary eclat, that Corps was reciewed at this Station 
by Colonel Tucker Commandant of the Garrison who was afterwards enter-= 
tained by the Oificers of the Regiment with an elegant Dinner as could 
be provided at Jordans Hotel in this Gity at which were present Lieut 
Colonel Wauie Asst Qr Mr Genera -- Fort iiajor Kemble and a numerous list 
of Officers belonging to Corps on the frontier. Many Loyal toasts were 
given and drank with¢# enthusiasm; and the health of Lieut General 
Drummona "was received and drank with unbounded and repeated applause.

This entertainment gave universal satisfactinn, as it commemorated 
an event glorious to the British Arms in North America.

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Copy of a Letter from Major General Brown to Commodore Cnauncey dated 
Head Quarters, 
Buffalo Sept 6th 181). 

Your letter of the 10th inst, after going the rounds was delivered 
to me a iew days Since on my way to this place. 

The exception you take at my letter to the Secretary would be very 
reasonable and proper provided the tleet on Lake Ontario was your private 
property over which the Government had no control 

But as Lt had been induced to believe that it was the property of the 
nation, subject to the orders of Government: and as the Government led 
me to believe, that the fleet under your Command would be upon Lake 
Onsario to co-operate with my division of the Army the lst week in July, 
I have deemed it tit and proper, to let the nation know that the support 
I had a right to expect. was not afforded me. 

I consider my conduct towards yourseli and the navy as not only 
honorable, but, Sir, as being very liberal and friendly, from the date 
of my report at the battle of Sacketts Harbour to the present hour. 

The Troops under my command have always been disposed of so as to 
meet your views to the extend of my power and authority; and as far as 
was consistant with the right and the honor of the Army. Your intormation 
appears very incorrect as to the situation of the Army previous to the 
Arrival of reinforcements with Lieut Gen Drummond. From the 9th of July 
to the 2th the whole Country was in our power from St George to Buplington 
heights and could the Army have been supplied with provisions from the 
depots provided on the Shores of Lake Ontario we should not have 


doubted our ability (without reinforcements or additional guns) to carry 
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the Heights, when we could have peturned upon lorts George and 
Niagara, or advanced upon Kingston, (as might have been thought most 
advisable) with the co-operation of the fleet. You speak of responsibility. 

I do not desire you or any other man to be responsible tor mee I 
have endeavoured to execute the orders given me; success has not attended 
my endeavours; but I humbly trust in Heaven that the honor of the brave 
men entrusted to my command has been, and will be preserved, hee what 
may happen. 

It will be very ditficult to retire from Fort George, pressed as 
the remains of my gallant little Army, are by a superior force of the 
enemy. ) 

But no other alternative will be left us, unless reintorcements 
spedily arrive 

The Militia are coming in, in very considerable numbers, but it is 
not yet ascertained how many of them will cross. 

The Secretary has given me to understand that General Izard would 
move to the St Lawrence, Rites view of attacking Kingston (Should. he 
and you deem that measure advisable. Should you decide otherwise that 
General Izard would come with or send to me a reinforcement of from two 
to three thousand mene 

oo have not heard from General Izard and begin to apprehend that 

something has occurred to retard or prevent his movements. 

I will thank you for any intormation you can give me on this subject.

His Excellency the Governor and Chief and fommances of the Forces 
having received official notification that a Treaty of Peace and amity 
between Great Britain and the United States of America were ratified 
and exchanged at Washington on the 17th day of February, and by which 
it is stipulated that all hostilities shail cease immediately -—— he 
announces the same for the intormation and eiidenee of the Troops 
serving in British North America. 

His Excellency embraces the earliest opportunity that is afforded 
him, of restoring to their domestic avocations the Brovincial Corps 
and Battalions of Embodied Militia, whose gallant and patriotic 
devotion to their Country has so honorably evinced in their zealous 
service since the commencement of Hostilities, and his Excellency 
will not fail to represent to our most Gracious Sovereign, the zeal, 
courage and Loyalty that has been so conspiciously displayed by all 
classes of his brave Subjects in both CanadasSe 

The engagement of the Corps of Canadian Voltigeurs, terminating 
with the war, that Corps is to March to ilontreal with all convenient 
expedition for the purpose of depositing their arms, accoubbements 
and stores, and will there be disbanded receiving twenty full days pay 
for every Non Commissioned Oificer Drummer and private, in lieu of 


rations which are not to be issued. 
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The “fficers will continue to receive pay until further orders, but 
all Garrison and Field Alhowances are to cease. | 

The Frontier bight Initantry and the battalions of Embodied Militia 
will in like manner be disbanded, and receive the same gratuity as the 
Voitigeurs. The lst Battalion of Embodied Militia will deposit their 
armS accountrements and stores at Quebec -= The 3d Battalion at Chambly, 
ana the 2d, lth and 5th or Chaffeurs at Montreal. 

The corps of Canadian Voyageurs is in like mamer to be disbanded, 
and cease to receive pay on the 2th instant also all the Provincial 
Drivers and the Troops of Dorchester Light Dragoons under Captain Watson 
and the corps of Guides under Captain Hebert (who are held responsible 
for the delivery of the arms and appointments committed to their charge.) 

Major General de Rottenburg having received his uxcellency's 
instruction's will give the necessary orders for these arrangements being 
carried into effect, in the left Division. 

All Garrison and Fieid Allowances to the Militia and Militia Staff 
will cease in the 2th instant. 

The issue of Rum to the Troops is discontinued on the 2th instant, 
and is to be granted only on particular occasions on the special sanction 
of General Officers commanding Stations and Brigades. | 

The Establishment of Regimental Bat Horses is cancelled; these 
Horses are to be delivered over to the Commissariat to be sold on or 
before the 2th instant in the Lower Province, and the 21st. of April in 
Upper Canada, when all Allowances of Forage for such Horses will cease . 


to be issued. 
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No forage, to be issued in kind after tne 2th of April, except to 
the 19th Light Dragoons, and such “ight Artillery as may remain horsed. 

Major General de Rottenburg will cause the Sleigh Establishment under 
the charge of Lieut Fennel to be disbanded, the Horses and Sleighs to 
be delivered to the Commiasariat to be disposed of. 

The Gun carriage establishment is no longer to be considered as a 
separate branch of the ‘ngineer Department — the appointment of Major 
Sinclair Royaa Artillery to the Superintendance of that duty is cancelled

and aiso the exchange of ratified Copies thereof between Anthony St John 
Baker Esqr. the American Secretary of State, in the behalt of the 
Government of the said United States at Washington, on the 17th day of 
February last. 

I do theretore in His Majestys Name call upon and strictly enjoin 
ail nis Loving Subjects in this Province of Lower Canada faithtully to
